DANGER OF SOUTH 


Gov. Hoke Smith Says Solu- 
tion of Race Problem Will 
Be Found in Distribu- 
tion of Negroes. 


—— 


VALUABLE AS WORKMEN. 
European Labor Kept Away So 
Far by Degrading Conditions 
Which Now Show Signs 
of Improving. 


BY RAYMOND. 

Washington, D. C., April 17.—[Spectal. }— 
Gov. Hoke Smith of Georgia has struck a 
note in the discussion of the negro question 
which will be welcomed by sociologists and 
others who have been studying the race 
problem in America with anxious care. Gov. 
Smith seems to have gone direct to the 
foundations and he has neglected no side of 
the issues which have confused and preju- 
diced southern statesmen ever since the civil 
war. 

The south has been a long time in learning 
two things, one of which is that the negro 
question so-called is only a labor enigma, 
and, second, that it does not arise from any 
inherent wrong in the negro himself, but 
rather from a congestion of the negro in the 
southern states. 

Gov. Smith, who is a native southerner and 
one fully in touch with the neighborhood 
sentiment regarding the negro, nevertheless 
has been wise enough to announce his firm 
conviction that the trouble in the southern 
states is not because of the existence of the 
negro as a social factor, but because of the 
fact that he threatens social conditions be- 
— of a congestion of the black popula- 

on. 

Gov. Smith, therefore, suggests that It the 
negro could be distributed around throughout 
the whole of the United States, and his place 
takén in the south by thite immigrants, 
either from northern states or from Europe, 
the negro problem as such would cease to ex- 
ist, and the average education of the race 
would be raised without any fear on the part 
of their white neighbors. 


Estimate Undoubtedly Correct. 


Every one who has studied the negro ques- 
tion with short range knows this estimate of 
Gov. Smith, while it is to a certain extent 
novel among southern statesmen, is undoubt- 
edly a correct one. There is no negro prob- 
lem as such in New York, or Pennsylvania, 
or Illinois, in spite of the fact that there are 
Spee many negroes in all of these states, 

that they exercise political privileges 
without any particular amount of harm to 
them or to their white neighbors. ‘The rea-

is true. The negroes there not only furnish 
practically all of the laboring class but in 
several states actually outnumber the whites, 
and in other commonwealths the proportion 
of blacks to whites is so large as to consti- 
tute exactly the same sort of menace there 
would be if there were more Italians than 
there were other Caucasians in Chicago. 

For a long time it has been borne in upon 
government oafficials and others who are 
studying the negro question that there is 
only one real solution for the difficulty which 
confronts the people of the southern states. 
That solution does not lie in giving the negro 
a vote or in withholding suffrage from him. 
The black man has no vote in any of the 
southern states today except within certain 
@rcumscribed limits, and yet at the same 
time the negro today is much more of a men- 
ace in his freed condition to the social fabric 
of the south than he possibly could have been 
while he was a slave. 


Has Tapped Root of Difficulty. 

Gov. Smith of Georgia hast the root 
of the whole difficulty. He told his own 
people, and the fact has been published | 
abroad, that the negro problem will disappear 
just as soon as the negro's strength in the 
population is diluted. 

Few people realize that in the north today 
the negro has a small percentage of the en- 
tire population, whereas in the south in many 
states he outnumbers the whites, while in 
others the black percentage is so large that 
either politically or socially it is a thing 
which constantly must be taken into consid- 
eration. Gov. Smith's proposition is that 
if possible the negro element in the popula- 
tion should be spread out among all the states 
and that the place of the colored mam in the 
south should be taken by the whites. This 
is for the benefit not only of the whites but 
of the negroes as well. 

It is a fact susceptible of ready proof that 
the negro thrives best and makes most rapid 
progress toward higher civilization in those 
communities where he isin a hopeless minor- 
ity. Naturally enough the colored man 
learne most easily by imitation. He grows

BULLETIN. 

Colorado Springs, Colo., April 17.—George 
Nox McCain, formerly publisher of the Colo- 
rado Springs Gazette, but now a resident of 
Philadelphia, was arrested in Constantinople 
yesterday by the sultan’s soldiers on sus- 
picion of being a apy. 

The news was cabled to his nephew here, 
E. E. Overholt, by Mrs. McCain, who is 
traveling through Turkey and Russia with 
her husband. Details of the arrest are not 
contained in the cablegram, but it ie sup- 
posed Mr. McCain was taking photographs 
of the Turkish troops and fortifications, 

Friends of Col. George Nox McCain in this 
city recently received a postal card from him 
postmarked Tunis, North Africa“ and 
dated March 4. It is thought Col. MoCain 
was returning home from his trip through 
Africa when arrested in Constantinople. 

George Nox McCain was born in Allegheny 
City, Fa., in 1856. He was given a liberal 
education and became a newspaper man 
early in He. He was on various eastern 
papers and served as correspondent in New 
York and Washington for Pittsburg journals. 

He represented a Philadelphia paper in Ven- 
ezuela during the British boundary dispute 
and was decorated by the Venezuelan govern- 
ment. He made a special trip for the United 
States government to Alaska to investigate. 
postal routes on the Yukon. He has written 
many authoritative economic and politica] 
works. 


MASSACRES RESULT OF INTRIGUE. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNS.] 

LONDON, April 17.—Massacres of Arme- 
nian Christians in Asia Minor are becoming 
more numerous and it is declared thet the 
wholesale slaughter in the provinces is re- 
sultant upon an appeal to moslem fanaticiem 
made by the sultan’s party in an effort to 
restore the régime extant previous to the 
revolution of last July. 

The complicated intrigue whieh brought 
about Tuesday’s revolt ig said ta have been 
a master stroke of the sultan, who played 
upon the love of the rank at Rie ot the ar 
and navy for the constitution and their re- 
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ligion, While in reality he was striking at 
the basic law enforced into enactment by 
the committee of union and progress. 

The power of the sultan's appeal to fanati- 
cism is shown in dispatches from Mertin 
and Constantinople which say the Christian 
victims of the massacres at Adana number 
2,000. | 

New Attacks by Fanatics. 

The Christians on the Paias coast have 
been attacked by Mussulmans. Two Chris- 
tian vilayets have been burned over, and the 
Lazarist mission is in grave danger. There 
is great excitement among the Mussulmans 
at Beirut and Erseroum, and massacres 
there are feared. 

The report that two American milssion- 
aries were killed at Adana, according to a 
Paris paper's correspondent, has been con- 
firmed. It appears that the Armenians 
Adana made a good fight and defended th 
quarter of the town well againstthe Moham- 
medans, but in spite of their resistance they 
were driven back and their opponents sacked 
their homes. 

A number of cities have been burned and 
Tarsus has almost blottedout The dl 
patches further state that a French factory 
has been sacked and that the peasants are 
coming down from the mountains and mas- 
eacring the Armenian ' 

Beirut and Erzerum are quiet. In the latter 
town the Moslems and Armenians are fra- 
ternizing. They are anxious to send men to 
Constantinople to ascertain the true mean- 
ing of the revolution. On the other hand, a 
movement is reported to have started at 
Kharput, a town of Turkish Armenia, but ite 
significance has not yet been ascertained. 


Adana Riots Quiet Down. 


The foreign office has received a telegram 
from Maj. Daughty-Wylie,:the British vice 
consul at Mersina, who went to Adana at the 
outbreak of the trouble. He says that al- 
though the fighting has not come to an end, 
the situation is improving. He mentions in- 
cidentally thet his arm was broken while he 
was attempting to check the disorders. 

Disorders in the city of Constantinople con- 
tinue. A report says that Issef Fuad Pasha, 
assistant minister of war under the young 
Turks’ régime, was murdered last night and 
every member or adherent of the committee 
of union and progress is being put to death. 

A special dispatch from Constantinople 
says that sixteen officers of the War academy 
also have been assassinated. Fuad Pasha 
also has been assassinated at the palace. 
Another dispatch says that 200 officers of the 
War academy have been murdered and all 
the officers of the guard cavalry. Charges 
are made openly by the Young Turks that 
these assassinations were at the exprese 
order of the sultan. 

The casualties from stray bullets during 
the mutiny of Tuesday and Wednesday were 
much heavier than was at first reported. 
Most of the wounded were removed by 
friends, but in addition to the score of men 
killed it appears that upwards of 500 persons 
were more or less seriously shot. 


Troops Massed for Advance. 
Troops from Adrianople and Saloniki are 
moving by train toward Constantinople to 
restore the rule of the Young Turkish party.

POKER PLAYERS IN A TRAP. 


Few Escape by Breakneck Flight Over 
the House Tops.

Like the Assyrian of old, Chief of Police 

Shippy yesterday swooped down on the 
„gambling fold of Chicago and within five 
minutes produ pandemonium where for 
untold days there had been peace—the kind 
of equanimity that prevails where poker is 
heing played and the rakeoff is high. 
At Patrick O’Malley's saloon and hotel,” 
Polk and Clark streets, forty-nine prisoners 
were taken in an exciting raid, in the course 
of which men jumped into beds, leaped from 
windows, and fied for their liberty over the 
housetops. Twelve of the inmates ot the 
place escaped by risking their lives in leaps 
to the street, followed by detectives. Two 
boxes of money, poker chips, playing cards, 
and racing forms were captured. 


Ignominy for Fat Guard. 
One fat “ lookout " was rolled downstairs 


unceremoniously, five doors of oak and iron 
were broken in, and by the time the de- 
tectives got through, the place looked like 
enemy's quarters after a raid in wartime. 
Three patrol wagons carted the captives to 
the Harrison street station. 

The raid was made under the direction of 
Chief Shippy by Detectives Reid, Magner, 
Blaul, Douglas, McGuire, and Rohan of the 
Central station. The games being played 
were poker, seven up.“ and “ stush,” ac- 
cording to the information secured. 

State’s Attorney Weyman said he was not 
responsible for the raid and that he hae noth-

Reporter Gives Tip; Leads Way. 

Chief Shippy was tipped off” about 
O'Malley's place in the afternoon by a re- 
porter.

Patten Smiles Serenely and 
Says Time Will Prove Wil- 
son’s Figures Wrong.

Bakers Declare Price of Bread 
Must Rise if Present Con- 


WHEAT CONTINUES | 


ditions Continue. 


James A. Patten still is sitting tight on the 
lid, his opinion unchanged, his smile serene. 
The price of wheat advanced in all markets 
yesterday, May wheat closing 1 cent higher 
than on Friday in Chicago and July ad- 
vanced 1% cents to % Mr. Patten points 
with pride to the fact that he did not make 
a trade in wheat in any of the American 
markets during the day. 

“Mr. Wilson has his opinion and I have 
mine,“ he said. ‘I will not get into any con- 
troversy with the department of agriculture, 
and time will show which of us is right.“ 

Late in the day Washburn Crosby Milling 
company announced an edvance of 20 cents 
in the price of epring wheat patent flour, 
making the price now $7.20 a barrel, against 
a price of $5.70 a year ago. This advance 
was met by the other milling concern in Min- 
neapolis. The winter wheat millers have not 
announced any advance yet, but it is ex- 
pected th®t they will follow tomorrow with 
a raise in the price equal to that in the nortb- 
west. 

Other developments of the wheat situation 
were redoubled cries against the high price 
of flour by small bakers, and Patten’s joining 
in the cry against the duty on wheat Mean- 
while the public continues speculatively mad, 
despite the warnings issued by conservative 
grain dealers all over the country, pointing 
out the fallacies in the arguments made by 
Patten and his coterie of crop experts.” 


Replies to Secretary Wilson. 

Mr. Patten delivered himself of the follow- 
ing opinion of Secretary Wilson’s latest re- 
tort in their controversial warfare: 

I believe the last government report on 
farm reserves issued by March 1 wasat least 
43,000,000 bushels too high on wheat. With 
few exceptions, the whole grain trade of 
America places no reliance on the figures 
issued. As tothe agents the government used 
in collecting crop data, I know who they are 
as well as Secretary Wilson. 

Although opinion is never unanimous on 
any one point in the grain trade, it comes 
nearer to being so in regard to the last gov- 
ernment estimate of farm reserves than it 
has been in along time. The course of cash 
prices tells the whole story. If wheat was 
} plentiful present prices would be impossible, 
manipulation or no manipulation. 

There is some talk that the duty will de 
removed on importations of wheat into this 
country. I wish they would ‘remove this 
duty, and the sooner thebetter. It is simply 
a question of time, anyway, when the im- 
port duties on wheat and other cereals as 
well as live stock must be taken off. In less 
than ten years this country will be on an 
import basis for all the leading cereals ag well 
as livé stock. 


Declares Cereal Is Scarce. 


“If the 24 cents a bushel tariff on wheat 
should be removed today I do not belleve it 
would make a difference of Ic in the present 
price of wheat. Why should it? Canadian 
wheat is selling today at Winnipeg ae high 
relatively as here, and we would simply 
have to compete with European nations for 
the small supply there. 

“As to the future course of prices, I can 
only say that as the scarcity of the cereal 
makes itself felt prices must necessarily 
work higher. It is no secret that short sup- 
plies spell higher prices in every commodity 
traded in, and it is nonsensical to talk of 
corners when the market is in a perfectly 
natural position. 

“The situation all over the world is prac- 
tically the same, and yet I am accused of 
being responsible for the prevailing high 
prices. I merely was bright enough to see 
the present conditions in advance of the 
majority of traders, bought wheat, and am 
now reaping the benefits. Other merchants 
in other lines of trade do the same thing, 
yet there is no hubbub about it. 

IJ have not cornered wheat, and I have no 
intention of doing 80. 


People Wild for Speculation. 


Answering the statement that present high 
prices are due to the laws of supply and de- 
mand, the Minneapolis Market Record made 
the following statement: 

“ There is no doubt that the public is specu- 
lating heavily in the grain markets. The 
air 16 full of all sorts of theories and ex- 
travagant claims that will be dissipated by 
the time the harvest of the northern half of 
the world is coming into the market. The 
excited speculative mad world is coming 
close to the point of discounting a crop ca- 
lamity, and the debauch must of course end 
‘all irrational violations of economic prin- 
ciples. 

„Just now we have the pecullar spectacle 
of a bull speculation in wheat because of 
exhausted reserves, which would mean less 
tonnage for the railroads and poor prospects, 
which give the business world a cause for 
conservatism, and a poor outlook, yet while 
food commodities are booming on adversity, 
securities are advancing and discounting the 
full circle of prosperity. 

“The greatest incentive for speculation 
at this time is the abundance of money, which 
is certain evidence by the way that indus- 
tries are not active. In the case of wheat 
there has been a splendid foundation laid for 
a bull market, the close adjustment of the 
supply and demand for the cereal makes the 
line of least resistance towards higher prices. 
The country unfortunately is indulging ina 
speculative debauch at an unfortunate time.“ 


Cash Wheat Presents Problem. 


Brokers agree that the crux of the Patten 
corner will come when he is obliged to absorb 
the 8,000,000 or 10,000,000 bushels which were 
sold him last fall by the elevator concerns. 
There is no question but that he will be able 
to take the wheat in, for money is easy, and 
his borrowing facilities practically unlimited, 
but can he sell the cash stuff at a price that 
will let him out without a loss, considering 
that it cost him all the way from 31 to $1.10. 
and that every day he carries it will add to 
the carrying charges thereon? This wheat 
will be delivered to him some time in May. 
and if he hopes to get rid of it at a profit 
it must be sold before the winter wheat crop 
commences to come in, which, should the 
weather continue propitious, as it haspbeer 
during the last three or four months. means 
that new wheat will be coming into the mar- 
ket by the last of June or the first of July. 

It is pointed out that just as soon as the 
farmers in the winter wheat territory are 

of a good crop they will begin to 
send in some of the wheat they now have 
stored on thefarms. Mr. Patten says there 
is none, and Secretary Wilson says there is 
over 100,000,000 bushels. 


Plenty of Grain, Wilson Says. 


In this connection the secretary of agri- 
culture says, answering Patten’s claim that 
the government reports are not reliable: 

„There is sufficient wheat in this country 
at normal prices to make bread for the 
Americas up to the time when the new 
crop comes in, and those who attempt to 

prices up at err rates expect to 
get their money out of the common v 
the consumers. Mia oe 

“The reporters of the department of agri- 
culture are farmers living on farms, and 
know, if anybody knows, and have know]- 
edge, if anybody has knowledge, of the facts. 
If we seek an honest class of the community 
and hesitate to take the words of the Amer- 
can farmers, we will not establish truth by 


| going to the gamblers. * 


“The large majority of wheat has left the 
hande of the farmers. A fictitious price has 
been created. The farmers are not benefi- 
olaries of such conditions; they will naturally 
plant more wheat and next year’s crop is 
likely to be abnormally large, when the gam- 
blere will not ve tn the market and mischief 
will be done by disturbance of the crop sys- 
tem.

Self-Confessed Forger Brought 
to Chicago to Aid Bank- 
ruptey Inquiry. 


TAKEN TO OLD OFFICE. 
Real Estate Manipulator “Shows 
Emotion, but Ably Directs 
the Investigation. 


AN VLISSINGEN . MICHIGAN MEN LAUD ANGELL 
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Carleton F. Balzer. 


Dressed in a suitxof shabby, wrinkleé 
clothes, his face pale and his hair disheveled, 
Peter Van Vlissingen, the self-confessed 
torger of more than $1,000,000 worth of notes 
and mortgages, yesterday returned to Chi- 
cago from the penitentiary at Joliet. 

The former real estate man was taken be- 
fore Judge Landis in the federal building, 
where a formal order was issued for his de- 
tention in Chicago. He will remain in the 
city urtil numerous business matters can be 
straightened out before Referee in Bank- 
ruptcy Wean. The business in question is 
connected with the conviet's estate. 

Van Vlissingen arrived in the city over the 
Chicago and Alton rallroad at 8 in the morn- 
ing in company with a deputy warden from 
the penitentiary. who has orders to watch 
the prisoner closely. The deputy remained 
close to his prisoner at all times and did not 
relax his watchfulnese until Chief Deputy 
United States Marshal Wolfe had signed a 
receipt for the convict. 

Tou will be given the best of treatment 
so long as you conduct yourself squgrely.“ 
said Mr. Wolfe. But we will insist on your 
treating us squarely.”’ 


Guarded by the Biggest Deputy. 
‘Then Mr. Wolfe turned the prisoner over 
to Deputy Tom Currier, who weighs 350 
pounds, stands six feet three inches in his 
stockings. and is said to be the biggest depu- 
ty marshal physically in the country. 

I don’t think there is any danger of my 
getting away from this man,“ said Van Vlis- 
singen, smiling for the first time. 

Before taking the prisoner. to the offices 
of Referee Wean in the Monadnock build- 
ing, Attorney Fred Secord, representing the 
Chicago Title and Trust company, asked for 
an order directing the United States mar- 
shal to retain custody of the prisoner while 
he is in Chicago. This was granted. 

When the attorneys and the convict ap- 
peared before Referee Wean, Attorney Se- 
cord asked for a continuance until Wednes- 
day to give the counsel an opportunity to 
examine the private books and papers of the 
defendant in an effort to determine the num- 
ber of mortgages, now held as assets of the 
estate, which are forgeries. After the oath 
had been administered and Van Vlissingen 
had given his full name, he was not ques- 
tioned by the referee. 
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the result, undoubtedly, of the upsetting of 
the equilibrium of normal supply and de- 
mand.“ 

To show that a scarcity of wheat in this 
country is not the cause of the present ab- 
normal increase in the prices, Secretary Wil- 
son points out that the amount of wheat 
produced in the calendar year 1908 was 665,- 
000,000 bushels, as compared with 634,000,000 
bushels for the crop year 1907, making 31. 
000,000 bushels more for the last crop year 
than for the year previous. 


Hard Times for Bakers. 


Retail bakers throughout the city are feel- 
ing keenly the great increase in the price of 
fiour. Although none of them will admit 
openly that the size of loaves of bread or of 
rolls has been reduced, all state that only 
by such a reduction in size can a baker hope 
to come out even at present prices of flour. 

John Asher, a baker at 208 North Clark 
street, said: ‘“‘I am now paying more than 
one-half more for flour than I Was paying 
eighteem months ago. Then I could buy car- 
load lots at $4; now the price is $6 and stil] 
rising, The great increase has been during 
the last six months, 

‘“ Few of the bakers had any stock on hand 
at the time the sharp rise began, and it has 
hurt every one badly. Some of the whole- 
salers, too, are in a bad way. Any one can 
judge that it is almost impossible for a baker 
to give as much for 5 cents now as it was 
formerly. None of the bakers wishes to see 
prices go up, but it must come, whether by 
concerted action or otherwise. The only 
other remedy is smaller sizes. 

Among the bakers, however, there is a 
general hope that the present condition can- 
not last many days. We are all expecting 
a sudden drop in prices of flour, but if it does 
not come it will go hard with many.”’ 


Wants High Price for Bread. 


At the State bakery, 411 South State street, 
John Lawrence said: 

Every baker in the city should raise prices 
at once. There has never been such a change 
in the price of flour as recently and it affects 
every article made. I am fortunate in hav- 
ing a contract by which I am still getting 
flour for $5.50 a barrel, but I understand it 
has gone generally above $6, as against $4 two 

syears ago. There is no profit in the business 
et present and higher prices must be made or 
it will mean ruin for many.“ 

At the J. A. Worski bakery, 203 Wells 
street, it was said unless relief comes at once 
that higher prices will be forced upon the 
dealers. 

** We are still holding to our old prices, but 
I cannot say what will be necessary,’’ it was 
said at R. H. Stein's bakery at Michigan and 
State streets. No baker can keep prices 
down under these conditions without hurt- 
ing himself.“ 


Legislature May Take Action. 


A bill to put an end to gambling in food 
products will be introduced next Wednesday 
in the state legislature. Speaker Shurtleff 
is said to favor such a measure. 

Several members of the house are also 
at work to discover if a legislative in- 
vestigation of the wheat king's manipulation 
of the market is possible, and if it is de- 
cided that the assembly has any jurisdiction 
a resolution for such an investigation will be 
presented. ° 


: Bread Dearer in London. 


Effect on the bakers is farreachfng. Even 
in London, England, the four pound loaf, 
usually selling for 9 cents, will cost 13 cents 
tomorrow. The stock of flour in London 
has not been so low in many years. 

In New York the East Side Bakers’ asso- 
ciation has decided to raise the price of 
bread from 5 to 6 centsa loaf, beginning next 
Saturday. In Cleveland, O., the Jewish ba- 
kers have inoreased the price of 4 cent 
loaves to 5 cents, and the 18 cent loa ves to 
20 cents. The price of the 8 cent loaf has 
not been increased, but its size has been re- 
duced, ! . *

Judge Hume. Dismisses Charge 
Against Irving Stayart. 


GIRL HE SALUTED NOW WIFE 


Arrests in Front of Restaurant Fol- 
lowed by Double Wedding. 


Pshaw! What's wrong in a simple kiss, 
though the osculatory ceremony be per- 
formed on a downtown street at an early hour 
of the morning. That was the view taken 
yesterday by Municipal Judge Hume, who 
just had heard the case of a young north 
shore man who had been arrested by two 
detectives in the morning for kissing his 
flancée while in front of the Union restau- 
rant in Randolph street. 

The defendant was Irving L. Stayart, 30 
years old, 2154 Kenmore avenue, son of Louls 
W. Stayart, president of the Louls W. Stayart 
company, wholesale grocers. The name of 
the girl he Kissed was Miss Clara Saden- 
water. Now she is Mrs. Stayart. 


Charges Dismissed; Wedding Follows. 

A charge of disorderly conduct against 
young Stayart was dismissed, as was a sim- 
ilar charge against his brother-in-law, James 
A. Shay, a salesman of Minneapolis. Shay 
was arrested because he protested when the 


detectives seized Stayart. 


Incidentally it was reveled that young 
Stayart and Miss Sadenwater and Attorney 
Carlton R. Balzer, 131 La Salle street, who 
represented the defendants, and Miss Eva 
Belle Page, 4211 Lake avenue, were to be 
principals in a double wedding in Crown 
Point, Ind., in the afternoon. 

Both men made hurried trips by automo- 
bile to Crown Point, a few hours after the 
hearing. Miss Page was suffering from ap- 
pendicitis and was too ill to leave the auto- 
mobile, so both knots were tied in the ma- 
chine by Justice George Fisher. 


Dinner Signalizes Decision. 

The arrest came about this way. Stayart, 
30 years old, and Balzer, 26 years old, have 
been close friends for some time, and with 
their sweethearts, both of whom are 22, fre- 
quently made up little theater and dinner 
parties, and not long since the men and girls 
formed a compact to get married. A double 
ceremony was thought best. 

Stayart, without the knowledge of his 
father, arranged a dinner at the Union res- 
taurant Friday night. Mr. Shay, his wife, 
Mrs. Harriet Shay, sister of Miss Sadenwater, 
and her two 


W. Forrester of St. Louis, also were invited. 
However, the illness of Miss Page prevented 
the presence of all except Stayart, Miss Sa- 
denwater, and Mr. and Mrs. Shay. 

When the party emerged from the restad- 
rant at 1:30 in the morning it was decided 
Stayart should spend the night at the Hlinois 
Athletic club and Shay was, to take his wife 
and sister to the latter's residence at 482 La 
Salle avenue. Stayart gave Miss Sadenwater 
a good-by kiss and then was about to repeat, 
it is said, when Detectives Frank and Flynn 
happened along. They told Stayart to move; 
he refused and they arrested him. Shay in- 
terfered and also was arrested. 


Kissing Described in Court. 

The prisoners gave fictitious names and in- 
tended remaining in Harrison street station 
that night, but the women became alarmed 
and phoned the elder Stayart, who appeared 
at4a.m. and gave bail for their appearance 
before Judge Hume later. 

Detective Frank, the first witness called, 
made thie speech to the court: 

“ I saw Stayart with his arms around a girl 
and kissing and caregsing her in front of 
the restaurant at 1:30 o’clock in the morn- 
ing. I walked up and asked him to desist 
and move on. Stayart safd, No: I'll be 
é—— if Iwill’ I then took him to the patrol 
box. I told him I would let him go if he 
would go away with the girl. Stayart said, 
Never mind—lock me up. Then I took him 
and Shay to the station. The girl met an- 
other young woman and went away.“ 

“Just Kissed Her Once.” 

Stayart, still a bit sheepish looking, declared 
the detective had given him only one chance 
to “move on,“ and then said I just kissed 
her once and was going to marry the girl 
anyway.” He admitted having enjoyed 
about five glasses of beer, but denied being 
intoxicated. Shay corroborated Stayart's 
testimony, and then Attorney Balser came to 
the rescue with the same marriage story, and 
added that he and Miss Page would join 


them. .

ALCOHOL A GRAVE OBSTACLE 
TO THE PROGRESS OF MANKIND. 


Dr. Charles L. Dana Discusses Its Use 
as Most Serious Hindrance to Uplift 
of the Race. 


Philadelphia, Pa., April 17.—Obstacles to 
race progress and the relation of immigration 
to race improvement in the United States 
were the principal subjects discussed at the 
closing sessions today of the thirteenth an- 
nual meeting of the American Academy 
of Political and Social Science in Wither- 
spoon hall in this city. 

The interesting session was that at which 
obstacles to race progress were discussed. 
Dr. Charles L. Dana of New York laid great 
stress upon gicohol as a serious obstacle. 
He said that alcohol is a direct cause of in- 
sanity in the general population in about 12 
to 15 per cent of all cases, An active educa- 
tion propaganda against the use of alcohol 
by persons under 30 years, he continued, 
would do more good than attempts at positive 
prohibition. Almost all cases of drunken- 
ness and dipsomania, he said, develop before 
the age of 30 years. 

Champ 8. Andrews of New York discussed 
quackery, the drug habit, and the limitations 
of legislation in remedying public health 
evils. 

E. D. Warfield, president of Lafayette 
college, gave views on the moral Influence of 
women in American society. His views were 
highly favorable to women except in certain 
cases, such as the irresponsible rich, among 
whom women, he said, are found “ publicly 
and without shame copying the vices of 
men.“

Voice Chokes with Emotion When He 
Refers to Long Record.

James Burrill Angell, who after thirty-eight 
years at the helm of the University of 
Michigan is about to retire from the presi- 
dency, bade farewell to the Chicago alumni 
at their annual dinner in the Auditorium 
Annex last night. His voice was choked with 
emotion as he delivered the closing words 
of his address, 

There are only two of the men now living 
who were on the faculty when I came on the 
ground in 1871.“ he said. ‘‘ However, such is 
life; our mission filled, we must pads on, 
giving place to our successors. But as we 
give over our posts, we do so with a heart 
full of gratitude for the past and believing 
that the university is destined to live on 
forever, growing more beautiful, stronger, 
and fuller of resources.“ 


Prof. Angell was eulogized by every speaker 


of the evening. Most of those present had 
served their four years of university life 
under his guidance. 


Ovation Lasts Several Minutes. 


When it came time for President Angell to« 


speak, as a fitting close for the eulogies which 
had gone before, he had to pause until the 
classic song of the universfty had been ren- 
dered by the roomful of men, some of whom 
had graduated 45 years ago. Following this 
the college yell was given repeatedly, and it 
was méhy minutes before he could begin to 
speak. 

1 should be less than human to fail to 
be touched by the kind words which have 
been spoken of me tonight, and especially do 
I appreciate the remarks made by President 
James of the University of Illinois The 
time has gone by when universities have 
anything but friendly feelings toward each 
other, and I have always believed that the 
success of one contributes to the success of 
another. I rejoice in the words you have 
spoken, but I must admit that in all honesty 
the University of Michigan has made me 
and it is not I who made the university. 

There is one feature about your alma 
mater which is dear to me, and that is that it 
is in the possession of the people of Michigan. 
Every man in the state feels that he is a 
stockholder in it, and that is what makes it 
the most democratic institution of its kind in 
the world. I have felt that we may regard it 
as the capstone of the educational system of 
Michigan, and its doors are kept open so that 
every child in the remotest woods of northern 
Michigan may see the way through the un! 
versity into careers of usefulness in active 
life. 

Foreigners have asked me what was the 
predominant characteristic of the middle 
west, and I reply that it is the indomitable 
passion for education.” 


Prof. James Pays Him Tribute. 


President James of the University of III 
nois, after paying a glowing tribute to Pres- 
ident Angell, said: ‘‘ There are now state 
universities of importance in more than thir- 
ty-five states. The next twenty years will 
doubtless see a still stronger development 
along the same lines.“

ing year as follows: President, G. Fred 
Rush; vice president, Frank F. Reed; secre- 
tary, Hiram Cody; treasurer, Thomas B 
Roberts.

maintenance of the constitution, but it was 
decided to abandon the idea and leave the 
deputies to arrange the matter themselves. 

It is believed that the Saloniki battalions 
on their arrival at Constantinople will de- 
mand the fulfillment of several conditions, 
which the sultan and the new government 
will find it impossible to reject. The advance 
ot the soldiers has greatly impressed the pub- 
lic and it is expected that some quick changes 
will de made among the government offi- 
cials. 

The railroad line between Saloniki and 
Feredjik is closed to general traffic, owing to 
the transportation of troops from Saloniki. 


Attaches from Europe Join. 

The correspondent of the un Lokal 
Anseiger has just arrived at Saloniki, hav- 
ing traveled down from Uskub with Enver 
Bey and Hafiz Hakki Bey, respectively the 
‘Turkish military attachés at Berlin and 
Vienna. 

„Dach attaché,” he saya, “ declares that 
he is returning to serve his country. The 
committee of Union and Progress holds fast 
to the tution.

The Berlin Zeitung am Mittag publishes a 
dispatch from Salonfki saying that 30,000 
volunteers already are marching against 
Constantinople and that volunteers are pre- 
senting themselves at the various barracks 
in large numbers for uniforms, arms, and am- 
munition. The greatest enthusiasm pre- 
valls. Dispatches of a soothing nature have 
been received from the sultan, who is at- 
tempting to dissuade the men from marching 
against the capital, but the troops are firmly 
resolved to proceed. 

A delegation of three generais—Mahmoud, 
Khouchid, and Hedjas—were sent down to 
Tchatalja to meet the troops coming from 
Saloniki and persuade them to turn back. 
Their efforts were futile and the generais 
have returned to Constantinople. 

Another deputation, composed of twenty- 
five members, is leaving tonight to convey 
to the troops the assurance of the chamber 
that there has been no infringement of the 
constitution, which still rules. The situation 
undoubtedly is grave. Owing to the tension 
of the public mind the slightest incident may 
provoke a conflagration, while the news from 
the provinces possibly may arouse race preju-

TRUTH HIDDEN IN PROVINCES. 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO rin un.] 

LONDON, April 17.—The truth about the 
situation in Turkey lies concealed behind 
the silent wires to Saloniki and Adrianople. 
It rests with the great bodies of troops 
stationed at those points whether the coun- 
try is to be devastated by one of the most 
savage civil wars of modern times. 

We hear circumstantial reports today that 
200,000 men are marching on Constantinople 
and that the first attack will be made tonight. 
This le nonsense. N would require nearly a 
month to mass such a body of troops within 
striking distance of the capital, even if the 
government did nothing to prevent it, and the 
whole European army in the provifices were 
willing to undertake such a movement. 

The crisis is the most alarming and consid- 
erable bloodshed is more than probabie, but 
this is not likely to take the form of a pitched 
in the streets of Constantinople. 

It is true all the power in Turkey now resta 
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and progress, which now is changed in per- 
sonnel. Since then the new leaders, who 
during their exile had become imbued with 
western ideas, made the fatal mistake of not 
taking due account of the fundamental re- 
ligious fanaticiam of their countrymen, and 
so placed in the hands of their enemies a 
weapon for their undoing. History repeated 
itself. The extreme reactionaries and the 
extreme constitutionalists combined and 
made joint use of the instrument which alone 
could overthrow the new régime. 

It is repeatedly asserted the sultan was 
the master mind which created the combina- 
tion, and that Tuesday’s revolt was but the 
first step in his plans for regaining absolute 
power. There may be some truth in this. 

There is no sign yet that any foreign power 
had previous knowledge of the Turkish re- 
volt, but all show evidence of deep concern 
in the possibilities of the situation. The 
British ambassador at St. Petersburg hed o 
consultation with the czar yesterday regard- 
ing the codperation of Russia and England 
in case it becomes necessary to protect for- 
eigners, and the British fleet at Malta has 
been ordered to be in instant readiness to sail. 
Earl Grey and M. Pichou, the foreign min- 
isters of Hingland and France, have returned 
to their posts from the holidays and every 
preperation is being made for all eventu- 
alities. 

Powers Look Toward Saloniki. 

The necessity’ for foreign interference 
would come at a peculiarly a4wkward mo- 
ment. The Austro-German ambition toward 
Gaioniki is the bugbear of the situation. Any 
paralysis of Turkey by internal discussion 
would create a rare opportunity which hard- 
ly would be allowed to slip. Russia after her 
humiliation three weeks ago by Germany 
would .remain tmpotent. France feels. she 
must a void. var at the present moment under 
all circumstances and the pusillanimous gov- 
ernment of England wouldn't fight to avert 
any change m the map of Europe. - 

And all these considerations arise from an 
almost bloodjess mutiny of 20,000 troops on 
the shores of the Bosphorus last Tuesday. 


FEAR FOR AMERICAN WOMEN, 
Board 2 Foreign Missions Expresses

We quarreled over the fees, and for the 
last year Chamberlin has been getting even 
by causing my arrest and also that of Mrs. 
Chapin. 

“These arresta led to the divorce proceed- 
ings in which my wife was granted a decree 
and to the divorce case now pending against 
Mrs. Chapin. 

“My practice, which once was large and 
lucrative, has been reduced to almost noth- 
ing on account of the unpleasant notoriety 
given me.“

Where Negroes Outnumber Whites, 
It easily ean be shown that now the negro 
question becomes most acute in those states 
where the colored population equals or ex- 
ceeds that of the whites. The more it is di- 
luted the less Goes the negro strain seem to 
affect the community. These-same thirteén 
states are affected by the fear of the negro 
and by unfair treatment of him in direct 
proportion to his relative strength in the pop- 
ulation. For instance, in Mississippi and 
South Carolina the negroes actually outnum- 
ber the whites, and in Louisiana, Georgia, 
Alabama, and Florida the colored population 
rises to such a high percentage of the total 
that it naturally becomes a threat to the 
white people. 

The result is that in those states repressive 
legislation directed against the colored peo- 
ple has reached its climax and the black man 
finds himself better off in every state pro- 
gressively toward the north until he reaches 
the great Republican commonwealths. 

From the outset of his administration 
President Taft has been more or less com- 
mitted to a Uberal treatment of the south- 
ern white peopler Before he gets through 
he probably will take some steps in the direc- 
tion of encouragement of European immi- 
gration to the south rather than to the 
north, and ta do that it will de necessary to 
ask the soutiiern states to repeal once and 
for all the old legislation which has degraded 
labor and which has done more than any- 
thing else to make the negro the sole labour- 
ing class of the subtropical portion of Amer- 
ica. 

Georgia took a long step forward when it 
abolished its disgraceful convict camps, and 
the recent declaration of Gov. Smith indicates 
that this state proposes to lead a reform 
movement which will introduce white labor 
and thereby drive the negroes through a rule 
of self-preservation into the northern states, 
where their labor will be welcome and where 
their political activity wil’ not be feared. 


BIG NAVY AN ALLY OF PEACE. 


Secretary Meyer Urges More Warships 
and Coast Defenses as Surest 
Prevention of War. 


Boston, Mass., April 17.—George von I. 
Meyer, secretary of the navy, was the prin- 
cipal speaker tonight before the Boston Real 
Estate exchange at its nineteenth annua! din- 
ner. 

“ A great navy ts the best insurance against 
the horrors and expenses of war that the 


United States can purchase,“ said Secretary 


Meyer. It will stand for peace, while at 
the same time it wfll be a mighty bulwark 
against ‘any encroachment upon the dignity 
of this government. England once called 
her navy ‘ wooden walis.’ Let the United 
States have ramparts of steel. 

Secretary Meyer declared that the cause 
‘of peaee would have been advanced eleven 
years ago if the United States had ‘possessed 
eight additional battleships of the Oregon or 
Iowa class. Such ships at a cost of $50,000,- 
000 he implied might have averted the war 
with Spain, which cost more than a half a 
billion dollars.

Philadelphia, Pa., April 17.—[Special.}— 
Something so closely approa msubordi- 
nation has broken out in the Philadelphia 
navy yard among the principal officers of the | 
line—the active officers who have served and 
are serving on thé ships of the fleet—that thie 
official wires between the navy department 
at Washington and the Philadelphia navy 
yard are being kept hot with dispatches sum- 
moning the League Island officers to Wash- 
ington, 

Court martials for nine officers are talked 
ot, and the navy department is stirred as it 
has not been atirred for years. 

The officers are charged with violating the 
rules of the service designed to.stifle public 
criticiam of acts ot the department heads by 
the men best fitted to criticise. The officers 
maintain they are gulltless of any iusubor- 
dination. or infraction.of the naval regula- 
tions and are backed up by Rear Admiral 
Pendleton, commandant at the yard, who is 
quoted as declaring that the officers are 
right, and had it not been that an oppor- 
tunity was not given him to do so he would 
have been with them in their action. 


Pamphlet Sent to Meyer. 

The climax of the disaffection came last 
week when a pamphlet, more astounding 
than any paper of its kind which ever had its 
origin in the United States na vy, reached the 
secretary of the navy, Mr. Meyer, as & mes- 
sage from a secret meeting held on board the 
United States steamship Panther at League 
island on March 23.

Demands Made by Officers. 

The officers, speaking through the circu- 
lar, say: 

It was the sense of the meeting: 

That the efficiency of the fleet should be 
the governing consideration in the formulat- 
ing of any system of naval administration 
and that this subject, therefore, should be 
made the field of earnest study by every offi- 
cer of the navy.

and function of.which would be to collect, 
study, and disseminate information regard- 
ing the existing and possible systems of naval 
administration, . 

That so long ds the bureau system of ad- 
ministration in the navy department ex- 
ists there should be at each navy yard an 
officer of the same corps as a bureau chief 
or officer of the line.charged with the direc- 
tion and inspection of the work done by or 
for that bureau; all of these heads of de- 
partments should be cotrdinate in authority 
and should be subject to a common superior, 
an officer of the line.” 


Argues in the Fee Case,

CHARGE BAD TREATMENT. 


First Named Aceused of Bring- 
ing About Ruin of Client, 
J. L. Jones. 


The Chicago Bar association has begun dis- 
barment proceedings against Attorneys 
Frank A. Bingham, Mason A. Bamborough, 
and Albert F. Brown, the last two being as- 
sociated together under the firm name of 
Bamborough & Brown. 

John L. Fogle, attorney for the grievance 
committee, who will prosecute the,charges, 
filed them with the clerk of the preme 
court at Springfield yesterday. The charges 
are signed by James Stillwell, president, and 
Farlin H. Ball. secretary, of the grievance 
committee. Five counts of irrgeularities are 
made against Bingham and two against, 
Bamborough and Brown. 

In one count Bingham is accused of re- 
ducing the finances of Joshua L. Jones from 
$60,000 to little more than nothing. Jones 
has lost three coal mines at Clark City and 
Seneca, III., and Bingham is suspected of 
getting possession of considerable of the 
stock. 

According to the papers on file Bingham, 
who was employed as_counsel for Jones, 
twisted up his legal business in such fashion 
that Jones didn’t know how he stood until 
he was practically ruined. It is alleged that 
Bingham conspired with his stenographer,

8. Carr, who the bar assoolation holds was 
merely used as a tool and had no in- 
tention of wrong doing, to bring suits of 
various descriptions against Jones.

NEW TRACTION INQUIRY MOVE 


Mayor Widens Investigation to 
Cover Chicago Railways Co. 


HUGH SMITH IS SUSPENDED. 


Protests Innocence to Busse; G. L. Me- 
Connell Under Fire. 


Mayor Busse announced yesterday that he 
would extend his investigation of the city’s 
traction interests to include the Chicago Rail- 
ways company. 

He explained that there were no such rea- 
sons for his actions as there were when he 
ordered a firm of accountants to examine the 
books of the Chicago City railway company— 
that is, there were no definite charges of re- 
bating made against the corporation—but 
that his decision was inspired by a sense of 
fairness.” 

President John M. Roach will not be offi- 

cially notified of the mayor's latest step in 
protecting the city’s interests in the operation 
of the street railways until tomorrow; but 
said that the accountants would be given free 
access to all books the examination of which 
was requested by the mayor. 
Maxwell Edgar made a tardy effort to in- 
tervene in the injunctional proceedings of 
the two street railway companies to prevent 
County Treasurer Thompson from collecting 
alleged excessive taxes. Judge Honoré re- 
fused him the permission on the ground that 
the decrees already had been entered. The 
attorney contended that Assistant County 
Attorney Struckmann had improperly per- 
mitted a reduction of $150,000 in the com- 
panies’ taxes and filed notice of an appeal to 
the Supreme court. 


Smith Suspended; Inquiry May Follow 

The mayor issued a formal order during 
the day suspending from duty Hugh H. 
Smith, journeymen member of the board of 
examiners of plumbers. Smith is awaiting 
trial on the charge of attempting to extort 
$50 for a license from George S. Haney, a 
master plumber. The action was taken by 
the mayor following the receipt of a formal 
letter from Smith, who maintains that he is 
innocent, although marked bills were taken 
from him by Sergeant Chatt of State’s At- 
torney Wayman’s office. 

Mr. Busse said that he knew nothing about 
the case except what he had read in the news- 
papers. 

The situation of city employés generally 
as well as Smith’s predicament may be made 
the subject of a grand jury inquiry by State’s 
Attorney John E. W. Wayman next week. 
His investigators have been busy, with the 
result that it has become apparent that the 
name of George L. McConnell, secretary of 
tie board) of examining, plumbers, appears 
upon two payrolls.

MISSOURI RATE IS NAMED. 


Two and One-Half Cent Passen- 
ger Fare to Be Effective on 
18 Roads May 1. 


One of the final obstacles to the acquisi- 
tion of the Chicago Terminal Transfer rail- 
way by the Baltimore and Ohio railroad was 
removed yesterday when Mage Kohisaat 
entered an order declining to permit the 
minority stockholders of the Terminal com- 
Pany to file an intervening petition in the 


| foreclosure proceedings. 


The stockholders, represented by Attorney 


Clarence A. Knight, sought to oppose the 
application of the Baltimore and Ohio line 
kor a decree of foreclosure subject to its 
| lease of terminal facilities, on the ground 


that the lease was fraudulently obtained by 
E. H. Harriman and his associates, and that 
a sale subject to the lease would deprive 
the road of a part of its earning capacity. 

The next step in the case, unless the de- 
cision of Judge Kohlsaat is appealed, will 
be a decision on the Baltimore and Ohio's pe- 
tition for a sale subject to the lease. If 
the property is sold subject to the lease the 
Baltimore and Ohio is regarded as the only 
logical bidder, as the company owns the 
decree of foreclosure to satisfy the 616 000 000 
bonds it holds, and the lease is said to be a 
favorable one. 


Sale Offer Made; Fight Starts. 


The property was offered for sale by the 


receiver, J. N. Faithorn, without reference 
to the lease and under the decree issued 
Feb. 20, 1907, the purchaser had the right to 
cancel the leasé within six months of the 
date of sale. The Baltimore and Ohio inter- 
ests then petitioned for a decrée subject to 
its lease and the case has been pending ever 
since during the negotiations with the stock- 
holders who opposed, the petition. 

The Baltimore and Ohio officials bought up 
the minority preferred stock, whose hold- 
ers opposed the sale and the fight was then 
taken up by the minority common stock- 
holders. In declining to allow the interyen- 
tion the court said: 

It does not appear the petitioners owned 
the stock at the time the suit was com- 
menced. They would have no right to buy 
into the litigation, even though the stock 
‘might eventually participate in the distribu- 
tion. Moreover, it does ndt appear that the 
properties would bring more freed from the 
lease than subject to it, or that any advan- 
tage Weuld arise to the property thereby.

Two and Half Cent Rate in Missouri. 


The 2% cent a mile passenger rate for local 
fares in the state of Missouri will be made 
effective by all of the eighteen roads in the 

state on May 1. The same rate for interstate 
journeys through the state will probably be 
made effective about one month later, as it is 
required to file new tariffs with the inter- 
State commerce commission thirty days in 
advance of the effective date. 5 4 

The independent action of the Burlington 
road in announcing the new rate on Friday 
was followed immediately by à similar an- 
nouncement by the Rock Island, and does 
not meet with the entire approval of some of 
the roads that have been contending for 3 
cent fares’ They will all have to take similar 
action for reasons of competition. 

While still contending that 2 cents a mile is 
too low a rate return a fair profit, it was 
stated that a Majority of the roads are now 
willing to admit the reasonableness of a 2% 
cent rate in states like Missourk 

On account of the passenger fare agitation 
in Missouri the auditing department of the 
hock Island has issued a table showing the 
passenger traffic of the Rock Island lines, 
which operate in fourteen states, for the 
fiscal years ending June 30, 1907 and 1908. 
This places the loss in revenue resulting fror 
the decrease in rate in 1908 at 32.998, 770.57, 
made up of $1,616,337 on state business and 
$1,382,433 on interstate business. a

Indeed, Roosevelt himself with the same 
camera snapshotted his majesty, his suite, 
and Griscom. Mr. Griscom's disgust can be 
imagined when on returning from Reggio he 
found the camera had been lost or stolen. so 
the only photographic record of this meeting 
is in the possession of the king. 


Some Features of Voyage. 

Now that Mr. Roosevelt is safely out of 
Europe it is possible to speak of features of 
his journey concerning which it was advisa- 
ble only to hint while the voyage was in 
progress. It is quite true that there was no 
little uneasiness among those in command 
of arrangements respecting the personal 
safety of their distinguished charge. 

Whether investigations conducted by Lieut. 
Petrosino in Sicily and his.assassination de- 
termined the a onment of the plan ac- 
cording to which Mr. Roosevelt was to spend 
ten days in Italy, is not known, but in all 
events it is a faet that immediately after 
the assassination Mr. Roosevelt changed his 
itinerary. 

It is also true that the Hamburg, on whictr 
the ex-president sailed from New York. did 
not make her schedule time and that she was 
deliberately delayed, arriving at Naples after 
noon of the Sth. The Admiral had been 
docked and every arrangement had been 
made for the transfer to the ship for 
Mombassa. 


Gleeful at Fooling Griscom. 

Over the morning coffee on the Sth of April 
Mr. Roosevelt was gleeful over the discomfit- 
ure of Ambassador Griscom at Rome, of 
whom the ex-president is particularly fond, 
who had persisted in plans for the landing 
at Naples and who had started out to meet 
the Hamburg in the United States gunboat 
Scorpion with an idea of taking Roosevelt 
off. Roosevelt had, in his own phr 
„ wigwagged —in reality he had marconi- 
graphed—the Scorpion that it might go back 
to port and that he wasn't going to leave the 
Hamburg until he went aboard the Admiral. 

Mr. Roosevelt is not unaware that the life 
of a public man is an inviting object of at- 
tack by certain types of the criminal insane. 
Grossly exaggerated stories, which filled Eu- 
rope after the Hamburg left the Azores, had 
just this much basis of fact; that after leav- 
ing New York an insane steerage passenger 
did approach Roosevelt on board, muttering 
incoherently about his children. 

Shortly after this incident Roosevelt pro- 
posed a visit to the steerage. 

But there might be a bad man there,“ 
exclaimed the captain. 

„ As if,“ said Mr. Roosevelt, in telling of 
the incident, as if there might not be a 
dad man anywhere.” 


Landing at Messina. 

After having determined to transfer direct- 
ly to the Admiral at Naples, Mr. Roosevelt 
debated the idea of making a landing at 
Messina on the grounds that.to steam past 
the scene of one of the world’s catastrophes 
might seem like a display of indifference to 
human sorrow. Mr. Roosevelt did not then 
know that the king of Italy was to be at 
Messina. 

At Gibraltar the governor wae a Httle 
puzzled over the proper course to pursue, 
being a typical Englishman, very much at 
sea and without precedent to guide him. He 
doubtless might have been nicer to Mr. Roose- 
velt without: displeasing him. 

Gibraltar, ff the truth be told, took less 
interest in the visit of the Roosevelt party 
than in the presence of the prince royal, who 
distributed prises at the Arts and Crafts 
show that afternoon. - ed 

Mr. Roosevelt will be received with no en- 
thusiasm in England next summer.

ambassadors. All sections of the Irish peo- 
ple, with one significant exception, are united 
to make his mission a most pleasant one. 

Cummings has, according to his own public 
statements, come over to try to adjust little 
differences that have kept members of the 
order in Ireland from uniting for the common: 
good of the country. This mission, he de- 
clares, has no political significance as far as 
contending political elements in Ireland are 
concerned. He seems, however, to be viewed 


“with a certain degree of suspicion by the 


Irish parliamentary party. 

When Cummings arrived at Queenstown he 
was met by delegates representing all local 
public bodies, the Gaelic league, Sinn Fein, 
the athletic clubs, and every other organiza- 
tion working in the interests of the Irish re- 
vival. It is a matter of general comment 
that the Irigh parliamentary party was not 
represented on the reception committee. 


Sheehan Not Officially Present. 

D. D. Sheehan, M. P., was present, but was 
there in a private capacity, and if his presence 
had any official meaning at all he met the 
national president as one of a little band of 
parliamentarians who follow William O’Brien 
and not John Redmond. Hibernians have up 
to the present been stanch supporters of the 
parliamentary methods of John Redmond 
and constitution leaders who preceded him, 
A large proportion of the members, 
especially those-in North Ireland, have re- 
cently shown decided leanings towards the 
Sinn Fein 6tement, which openly condemns 
John Redmond’s methods. 

Until quite recently Joseph Devlin, M. P., 
who is general secretary of the United Irish 
league and one of Redmond’s most able lieu- 
tenants, was able to command the support of 
northerners. but since the disastrous litiga- 
tion, in which Wiliam O’Brien was involved 
with Devlin and other members of the na- 
tional directory of the United Irish league, 
and in which the Ancient Order of Hibernians 
as an organization was subjected to a con- 
siderable amount of ridicule by “Tim” 
Healy, M. P., leaders of the Hibernians de- 
cided they could be no longer a shuttlecock 
tor parliamentary agitation. 

The withdrawal of the Hibernians from 
political activities, incidental to the work of 
the organization of the United Irish league 
will mean the loss of half ita strength to that 
body in Ireland, and it is supposed that the 
possibilities of such a catastrophe should have 
prompted John Redmond and his followers 
in joining hands with the rest of Ireland 
in welcoming the national president. 


United League in Bad Way. 

The United Irish league is in @ bad way 
financially and public announcement to that 
effect has been issued to the Irish people. 
In two years Irish subscriptions to the par- 
liamentary fund have dropped from $12,000 
to half that amount. The appearance of En- 
voy Cummings in Ireland at present will only 
help precipitate a crisis that has been awaited 
some time by opponents of parliamentary 
methods. 

While the national president carefully 
avoids taking sides with any particular sec- 
tion of Irish political thought, he doesn’t con- 
ceal the fact that his ip to bring Cath- 
olics and Protestants together in the work of 
a common brotherhood for the emancipation 
of Ireland.

OMIT QUEENSTOWN CALLS. 


Suggestion Made That This Would Gain 
Ten Hours Time. 


(BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, April 17.—A memorial signed by 
the leading members of the Liverpool cham- 
bers of commerce urging that the Lusitania 
and Mauretania be not required to call at 
Queenstown for mail has been submitted to 
the postmaster general. 

The signatories point out that if the vessels 
were able to sail direct from Liverpool to 
New York on Saturdays about ten hours 
would be gained in time. 


Gain of Ten Hours’ Time. 

By omitting calls at Queenstown the 
result of ten hours’ gain between Liv- 
erpool and New Tork City would be 
that Thursday delivery mails to New York 
would be rendered possible, since it is under- 
stood that when the Lusitania and Maureta- 
nia are running on the southern tract from 
August to the end of the year they are due 
to arrive in New York soon after Thursday 
noon. 

It is also anticipated that if the permission 
sought is granted a material improvement 
will be effected in the delivery of mails 
throughott the United States generally, and 
thue shortens the time required for replies to 
be received in this country.

Landlords Forced to Terms. 

But now they are face to face with a united

of arrears of money to be wiped’ out, their 
waiting would be long—their creditors in the 
shape of lenders or insurance companies will 
be pressing them for the heavy interest 
they owe them.

Diplomat Believes‘ Ottoman Will 


Ride to Power on Sea 
of Blood. 


BY JOHN. CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN. 
Washington, D. C., April 17.—[Special.}— 
In ending boss rule in the house of repre- 


| sentatives the United States can profit by 


studying the procedure followed in the lower 
house of congress of Brasil. J. C. Rodrigue, 
editor of the Diario del Commercio, the great 
paper of Rio de Janeiro, has been in Wash- 
ington for several days watching with in- 
tense interest the methods of transaction of 
business at the capitol. Mr. Rodrigue is as- 
tonished at the power of Speaker Cannon. 

In Brasil,“ he said, it is impossible for 
the speaker to become an autocrat. He does 
not appoint the committees. Under the rules 
membership upon a committee is obtained 
through election by the house. The leaders 
of the party usually make up a ticket, which 
ia submitted to a vote. If a member should 
desire a committee for which he is not named 
on the ticket he may announce his candidacy, 
and if he should receive enough votes he 
must receive recognition as a member of the 
committee, 


Speaker Can't Control Legislation. 

By this means we rob the speaker effect- 
ually of the power to control the character 
of the legislation enacted. The present 
speaker, by reason of his personal ‘force and 
his relations with the president of the re- 
public, is influential. He is able largely to 
dictate what legislation shal) be considered, 
but here he also is bound by restrictions 
consequent upon the methods followed in the 
organization of the committees. 

“The two most important committees of 
the house are those of receipts and expendi- 
tures, corresponding to your ways and means 
and appropriations. The committee on re- 
ceipts estimates the amount that may be 
expended within the next fiscal year. and 
the expenditures committee must take note 
of the fact. All our cabinet ministers sum- 
mit estimates, but these usually are far 
below thé actual needs of their department, 
and through friends in congress they secure 
the sums they really require. In this way 
they make @ record for economy at the ex“ 
pense of the legislative branch. 

“I see your congress has passed a law re- 
quiring the president to supervise the prepa- 
ration of estimates. That is wise. for it 
Places the responsibility where’ it belongs, 
although congress, of course, must bear its 
share because it is the more directly charge- 
able with the duty of making appropriations 
and raising revenue.” ' 


Circulation of His Paper Small. 


Mr. Rodrigue was in America about twen- 
ty-five years ago, familiarizing himself with 
newspaper management. * 

Compared with the immense circulations 
in the United States he said, ‘‘ the paper 
which I edit in Rio has few subscribers. We 
distribute 28,000 copies daily. On account of 
the high price for which it is sold, there is a 
practice on the part of the street venders of 
permitting persons buying goods from them 
to read our paper. Of course, this affects our 
circulation, but at least we have the satis- 
faction of knowing that the paper has an 
influence among all classes. 


Believes Turkey Is on Up Grade. 

* Within a decade Turkey will be one of the 
great powers of the world. From friction 
arises life. The moribund nation we have 
known is no more. Revolution has in au- 
surated a new era for the Ottoman empire. 
and with its intelligent people and vast re- 
sources there can be no question that a 
comparatively short time will see it occupy- 
ing a high position at the council table of the 
world.“ 

This observation was made by a diplomat 
in the Turkish service, who has been one of 
the closest students of developments in his 
country. That there will be bloodshed he 
does not doubt. Up to the present time 
assassination of high officials objectionable 
to the Committee of Union and Progress has 
occurred with distressing frequency. That 
it will continue, with all parties using the 
weapon, there can be no question.

Tewfik 
Pasha was an ambassador in Berlin many 
\years ago. He married 2 Geman woman 
and has two sons, both of whom are aids de 
camp to the sultan. He was appointed’ min- 
ister for foreign affairs, but all his acts were 
nullified by the palace clique. 

The fact that he retained office under such 
conditions shows he is not astrong man. He 
is regarded as incorruptible, and i is pos- 


purpose of demonstrating that honesty would 
be the cardinal policy of the administration. 
More is needed, however. Before Turkey 
can emerge from her present state she must 
have a man like Bismarck of ‘‘ blood and 
iron’ as her ruler. That Tewfik Pasha will 
tall far short of thie ideal there can be little 
doubt. 


Little Republics Seeking Aid. 


It is not generally known that the repub- 
lics of Latin-America are now turning to 
the United States for aid in the settlement of 
their financial difficulties. The latest appli- 
cants for assistance are Haytiand Paraguay. 
The former is sick and tired of the treatment 
it has received at the hands of the French 
and desires to have established in Port au 
Prince an American bank, with which busi- 
ness can be done. Paraguay is seeking a loan 
of $10,000,000, and is offering various kinds 
of.security. Recently Ecuador approached 
the department for a loan to enable the san- 
itation of Guayaquil, a port on the Pacific 
‘ocean. : 

It is, of course, out of the question for the 


| government to give any direct aid of a finan- 


cial character to other ccuntries, but when- 
ever possible American financiers are asked 
to look into the matter with a view to giving 
the desired accommodations. In the case of 
Hayti it would be easy to float a loan, pro- 
vided the same kind of a financial protecto- 
rate as exists in Santo Domingo were put 
into force in that republic. 

How well the Dominican protectorate has 
worked is shown first by the fact that peace 
and order have reigned in the republic since 
it was inaugurated in 1905. The debts of the 
republic have been satisfactorily discharged, 
a loan of $20,000,000 having been arranged 
for the purpose. The gross customs collec- 
tions have jumped from $524,000 under Do- 
minican administration to $3,446,000 under 
American administration. Of this amount 


| 45 per cent is handed over to the government 


to pay the expenses of its operation and the 
remainder is used to pay interest on the loan 
and to collect the amount which will finally 
be required to extinguish it. 

What has been done in Santo mingo is 
impressing other countries of Latin America, 
which are in constant throes of revolution, 
and it is apparent the time is not far distant 
when the United States will be asked to 

vapply the Dominican protectorate elsewhere. 


Routing of Canadian Grain. 


At the instance of the Western Grain Grow- 
ers’ association of Canada, a convention was 
heid recently at Calgary, British Columbia, 
for the purpose of changing the routing of 
western grown grain from the east to the 
west coast: Consul Frank C. Denison, re- 
porting the proceedings, stated that the ac- 
tion of the convention was not alone of in- 
terest to Canada but to the United States, 
for it was destined to make itself felt upon 
the revenue of the Panama canal. Mr. Den- 
ison says: 

„% Ever since the construction of the Cana- 
dian Pacific railway across the continent, 
opening up the great stretch of fertile prairie 
jands lying between Winnipeg and the Rocky 
mountains, the management has been strug- 
gling with the transportation problem, which 
has been growing faster*than the capacity 
of the road to take care of it.

Availability of Vancouver Route. 

“It is estimated that there will be pro- 
duced in Alberta this year 20,000,000 bushels 
of wheat, and that the western half of Sas- 
katchewan will do at least as well. If the 
facilities were adequate te handle this grain 
at Vancouver the whole of it would find its 
destination through that port. it will be 
seen from this that long before the Panama 
canal has been completed the grain from a 
large portion of the new territory being filled 
up by a large percentage of American set- 
tlers will be waiting at the Pacific terminal 
for passage to the western ports of Kurope. 

Another element, or condition, which has 
its share of influence in bringing about the 
change is the availability of the Vancouver 
route all the year round, as against the seven 
months during which the great lakes are 
open to navigation. The estimated crop of 
30,000,000 or 40,000,000 busheis ot Wheat from 
western Saskatchewan and Alberta this year 
will grow to five or possibly ten times that 
amount by the time the Panama canal is 
ready to handle it, and, aside from the_por- 
tion taken for the orient the bulk of that 
great crop will pass through that canal. The 
‘Importance of this feature of the changing 
of the route of shipment to the west coast of 
the continent cannot be toocarefully studied 
by the industrial and commercial worid.“ 


Government Ownership Expensive. 

Japan is discovering that government own- 
ership of railroads is an expensive proposi- 
tion. Bince various private lines have been 
absorbed, their operating expenses have in- 
creased enormously. In 1906 the expenses 
amounted to 51 per cent of the receipts. They 
are now 54 per cent, and the indications are 
that the increase will continue. An investi- 
gation has been made to determine the cause 
of this condition. It is claimed that the high- 
er prices paid by the government for ma- 
terials needed is responsible. It is estimated 
the government pays 20 per cent more than 
private companies. 

In order to reduce expenses in every pos- 
sible way, the government has inaugurated 
a policy of economy which is working against 
the efficiency of the roads. Instructions 
have been issued to reduce the force of em- 
ployés. A cheaper grade of coal is being 
used. Improvements are authtorized only 
where absolutely required. This policy is in 
accordance with the general plan of running 
the empire as efficiently as possible at the 
lowest possible cost. i 

Immediately after Marquis Katsura, the 
premier, entered into power last summer he 
began a study of the financial situation, and 
as a result decreed that savings should be 
made in every department. The expenses 
of the army and navy alone were réduced 
more than $50,000,000. 

The experience of Japan in connection with 
government operation of railroads is impor- 
tant in that it furnishes a lesson which the 
United States would do well to study.* There 
are many statesmen in the empire who would 
have preferred regulation to nationalization, 
but the necessity of raising money for the 
payment of expenses incurred during the 
Russo-Japanese war had much to do with the 
@ecision to have the government control the 
lines ol transportation.

A Scheme for an Ideal Monetary System for 
the United States; The True Relation of 
the Central Government to Trusts: How 
Much of J. S. Mills’ Economic System Sur- 
vives?"’; “A Central Banks a Factor in a 
Financial Crisis.“ 


The prizes are divided into two classes. 


Class A, which carries a first prize of $600 
and a second prize of “$400, is open to any 
American without restriction. Class B, offer- 
ing a first prize of $300 and a second prize of 
$200, includes those who, at the time the 
papers are submitted, are undergraduates of 
any American college. 

To broadeg#the scope of the contest and to 
get practical as well as academic ideas, a 
prize of $500 is offered for any one who has 
not had a collegiate training. Five other 
subjects are selected for this class. 

Prof. Edwin F. y of Harvard university 
has been chosen to succeed Carroll D. Wright 
as a member of the committee in charge of 
the contest.

‘The result has been of 
mecessity roughness and unevenness in the instrumental accompaniment. This week 
the players have been familiar with the score and with the director’s desires, and play- 
ing smooth, finely shaded, and properly proportioned has been the outcome. 

The presence of Mr. Toscanini has made itself felt, and the week has sufficed to 
convince that in this gifted Italian an operatic orchestra master of the finest, highest 
grade is again supplied. His conducting of “ Alda” was a marvel of beauty and 
finesse; “ Falstaff” showed also the effects of his exact preparation, even though he 
pimeelt was prevented by indieposition from being at the director's desk, and again in 
“Mme. Butterfly ” bis skill and rare sense for color and proportion were full in eyi- 
dence. Mr. Spetrino, who is also a neweomer, demonstrated his capabilities by taste- 
fully directing “ Lucia,” “Cavalleria,” and “La Bohéme” and by taking the forces 
satisfactorily through Falstaff.“ 8 

Mr. Hertz has had the German performances and has annoypd as usual by his 
inability to realize the need of keeping the orchestra sufficiently subdued to let the 
singers be heard. He is of the windmill type of conductor and whips himself and his 
men into a frenzy which makes the orchestra the entire thing in the performance. His 
manner is such that only a sunken orchestra pit could make his leading even approxi- 
mately satisfactory. He was responsible for the failure of Die Meistersinger on 
Tuesday, his crashing and thrashing about throughout the firet act so discouraging 
both singers and auditors that the spirit of the great master work was wholly

An Irish Play That Caused a Riot in Ireland. 

On Tuesday afternoon at the Illinois theater there was presented for the first time 
in America a comedy entitled The Playboy of the Western World.” It is by J. M. 
Synge, the late Irish playwright, whose contributions to the stage were productive of 
something but little Jess than a riot when first presented in Dublin. The author was 
accused of. treason to his country and of coffitless similarly mild and attractive crimes 
simply because he had the courage to depict the Irish peasant as he found him rather 
than as he was supposed to be. He defended bfmself by the statement that he hal 
lived among the Irish peasants and that there was nothing he included in his plays

that he had not himself seen and heard expressed during that time. 
Watching The Playboy of the Western World on Tuesday, it was not difficult 
to see what had incensed the Irish patrons of the play. The dramatist has shown the 
Irishman in a light other than that to which we are accustomed. He has not libeled 
him—that even those unfamiliar with actual conditions in Ireland are made to feel 
but he has drawn him with a faithfulness which, while it has in it the accuracy and 
clarity that belong to that quality, is also paired with a sympathy which makes evi- 
dent the author's good will and actual love for the people he draws. 

As one careful student of the play has written: The eager craving for the mar- 
velous, the worship of sheer physical force, the deficient moral sense, the fickleness of 
_fhese poor country people are unflinchingly depieted by the author; but their childlike 
‘simplicity, their gift of humor, their readiness to accord praise and worship, their feel- 
ius for the beauty and power of nature, thir innate poetry are tenderly shown. The 
poetry in Christy Mahon’s speech is the regulated utterance of the educated, but a 
tervid, innate passion burning through and illuminating with varied glow the mist of 
“ignorance and dark environment.

Man with the Baton 
Draws Large Salary 


It costs the Metropolitan opera house 880, 
000 a year to pay the man who stands with 
his back to the audience and waves a baton 
at the orchestra. That is the amount of the 
salaries of the Metropolitan's staff of grand 
opera conductors. 

This sum is divided between only five men, 
by which it will be seen that the much ad- 
vertised prima donna is not the only operatic 
personage whose working minutes are 
periods productive of much gold. And yet 
the public, which is familiar with the most 
intimate details of the songster’s daily life, 
thinks of the conductor more as the neces- 
sary leader of the orchestra than as a big, 
money-making factor in the evening’s per- 
formance. His back and baton are the main 
parts of his visible contribution to the piece: 
dut his pay may be $500 or $600 a night. 

It is the conductor’s day, financially speak- 
ing. Five years ago Luigi Mancinelli, the 
Metropolitan’s leading conductor, was glad 
to receive $12,000 for a season of five months. 
The rest of the staff, five in number, did not 
divide more than $13,000. The total cost 
Conried refused 
to pay Sig. Campanini more than $10,000 for 
a season, and the great conductor was not 
engaged because he demanded $12. 

Now it is different. Sig. Campanini re- 
Ceives from Hammerstein $20.000 for five 
months, and a benefit which guarantees him 
$5,000 more. Gustave Mahler and Sig. Tos- 
canini are paid a similar amount each, and

Melt in thé dish two scant tablespoonfuls 
of butter, add a half teaspoonful of white 
pepper and two tablespoonfuls of flour.

If this has been 
warmed in the kitchen it will lessen the time 
needed for cooking. Stir until the sauce is 
thick and smooth, then add a pinch of nut- 
meg or mace, a teaspoonfül of lemon juice 
and drain, Cover, stirring occasionally 
until the oyéters are plumped and ruffied. 
The liquor which exudes from them will thin 
the sauce to the required consistency. Ex- 
tinguish the lamp as soon as the oysters be- 
gin to swell, otherwise they may be over- 
cooked.

Walter N. Lawrence, for instance, might 
contrifute a paragraph on The Coming of 
Mrs. Patrick, which had its premiere in 
the Madison Square theater, New York, a 
yegr ago last fall. Just before the first act 
was set the stage hands went out on a strike. 
As all the critics in town were present and 
a large audience had been gathered, the 
management decided that the performance 
must be given. The stage manager corralied 
a few tramps from the street and asked for 
volunteeiz from the company. By the hard- 
est kind of work the curtain was sent up- 
nearly an hour late. The audience was 
tired of waiting and received the act coldly. 
Aga there was a wild rush to get up the 
second net. The wait before the second act 
was exdotly three-quarters of an hour. This 
act had gone beautifully at rehearsals, but 
the audience was as restless as the company 
Was nervous, and the curtain went down in 
silence. After another dreary wait the 
third dct was disclosed. Many of the audi- 
nce had left the theater by that time and 
the players began to bungle their lines and 
d gtage business. As a result. what hag looked 
an almost certain success during rehearsals 
became a hopeless failure on the opening 
night. a 
Another play that was killed the first night 
Was a farce called The Man on the Case,” 
also produced at the Madison Square last 
year. For two acts the comedy went beau- 
tifully. The last act depended on a stage 
effect—g rain and wind storm that had never 
failed to work like a clock at every re- 
hearsal.

The Christian teaching in its relation to all the andent teachings 
is no new and special teaching; it is only a more clear and definite ex- 
pression of that foundation of human life which was felt and vaguely 
preached by previous religions. The Christian teaching is peculiar only 
in that, being the latest, it more exactly and definitely expresses the 
essence of the law of love, and the guidance, for conduct inevitably 
following therefrom. 

So that the Christian teaching of love is not, as in previous re-

New Problems tor the Lawmakers. 


N four years’ time we may be able to say that 
flying is common. It may, Derhaps, still be 
looked upon as a venturesome practice and 
among the general community may not be exact- 
ly an every day experience, but most well to do 
people will have made a trip and many will own 
machines and make almost daily runs. 

It is then that new laws and regula- 
tions will have to be adopted. The “rule 
of the road” in the air must be settled, as also 
the question as to whether international front- 
jers are to be respected, and if not whether 
universal free trade must result. Then comes 
the subject of the ownership of the air abcve 
private property. Fhally we must consider the 


means by which laws may be enforced and the registration and identi- 


fication of aerial machines carried out. 
Hitherto international frontiers have been fixed by natural divisions 


of land and water, such as the sea coast or river bank, or, clearly. de- 


fined strips of ground. Such lines of demarcation are not easily crossed 
by those who wish to do so unseen and without interruption. But 
in the air it is different. Here no natural boundaries exist, nor can 


artificial obstructions be erected so as to be insurmountable by airships. 


We are then called upon to answer a most vital question. Are 
aeronauts to be allowed to traverse these frontiers without hindrance, 
or must they descend at frontier stations to report themselves? If the 
former many laws and regulations now in force would be at- 
fected. Those regarding passports, alien immigration, and the like 
would be seriously upset. hie 

But a far more serious matter is the collection of customs. Even 
supposing it were not possible to convey large cargoes of goods, and 
there is no good reason why this should not be done some day, still it 
would undoubtedly be possible to carry parcels of 100 pounds or . 
If such an amount can be taken through the air free of duty it would 
manifestly have to be allowed equally to land travelers. Considering, 
too, the rapidity and ease with which machines are likely to travel they 
could be employed continually going to and fro over over the frontier, 
and so transporting large quantities of dutiable goods.

HOUSANDS of young men today find them- 
selves in positions which they feel they pave 
outgrown, and who, looking ahead in the es- 
tablishments with which they are connected, 
fail to see sufficient in the future for them to 
remain longer in such positions—if they .can 
help it. . 

But inevitably the question which follows 
upon the heels of this consciousness is, What 
am 1 to do about it? 

No man ever will or can frame a practical, 
general scheme of advice which will even ap- 
proximate the answer to such a question. Not 
even a constituted, practical advisory board 
designed for such a purpose could venture that 

advice in individual instances if the board were called upon to assume 
the risk that might be attendant upon it. It devolves upon the ques 
tioning young man himself to decide for himself and the conditions 
affecting no two men can be exactly alike in even material details. 


One of the first deterrents which may occur to the conventional 


young man in such a position is that hoary axiom, “ A rolling stone 
gathers no moss.”

There is no enemy of wom- 
an greater than woman herself. A woman is 
relentless when it comes to her own sex. 
There are few women who really like their 
own sex, who have any use whatever for 
women as a whole. They like woman in the 
concrete, but not in the mass, and woe be to 
any people or condition that makes it pos- 
sible for a woman to take it out of her sex.“ 
‘But how about the ballot as woman’s 
right?”

“The simple fact of the matter is that the 
vast majority of American women have not 
only no desire to vote but, to use their own 
words, they are not bothering’ about the 
question; they are ‘not even interested.’ This 
is the actual condition that the American 
woman suffragists confront—not the antag- 
onism of men, for men, as a body, are not 
antagonistic; they are indifferent, perfectly 
content to let the women fight this question 
out among themselves and give them the con- 
sensus of opinion. And up to date that con- 
sensus is distinctly that the average wom- 
an’s common sense, and particularly her 
knowledge of her own sex, teaches her that 
she is unwilling to run the risks which she 
knows, far better than men, would accom- 
pany an extension of the franchise to her 
sex. 

It comes down to this,“ said Mr. Bok, 
„that the field of politics as a new excite- 
ment for a few restless American women is 
barred to them by their own sex | 

Is it true, from your own knowledge, that 
the working clas of women want the ballot 
more than do the women who have homes? 
That is said, you know.“ 

„It that is so,” replied Mr. Bok, “ why, 
then, did only 5 per cent of the working 
women of Massachusetts vote that they 
wanted the ballot when they were asked to 
express themselves? That wouldn't prove 
they were so keen to vote. I saw this point 
practically tested twice within the last month, 
once in a New York manufactory where they 
employ 2000 women and girls. A careful 
vote was taken, and only 211 asked to vote. 
In another place, where there are 600 girls 
and women employed, only eighty-one wanted 
to vote. In nearly every case the women 
asked: ‘ What do we want to vote for?’ You 
see, when you get this noisy clamor of the 
suffragists down to a practical test or two, 
their statements do not seem to hold water. 

“ But meeting the suffragists on their own 

‘contention that the working women want 
the ballot more than the women who are 
sheltered in homes, how about these work- 
ing’ women when they marry? They seem to 
overlook the fact that 50 per cent of the 
women who work marry at 25 years of age or 
before; that over two-thirds marry before 
they reach 35.” 

“You do not think that the average Amer- 
ican woman is attracted to vote, then, from 
what has been done in those states where 
women can vote?’ 

„How could they be attracted when 80 
little has been done? Now, what has actu- 
ally been accomplished, say in Colorado? 
They have raised the age of consent limit. 
Well, so has Massachusetts, where women 

can't vote. The suffragists point with pride 

to Judge Lindsay’s Juvenile court in Denver 
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“The ballot is not a right for any woman 5 
any more than it is for a man. It is a privi- 2 
lege fixed by age, by residence, by educa- 
tional qualification, that is conferred by a 
community upon an individual. But it never 
becomes a natural right, it always remains 
a prerogative. The argument constantly is 
put forth that because a woman pays taxes 
she should have a right to vote. That is not 
so. If that were so, I have a right to vote 
in New York, New Jersey, and Pennsylvania, 
for I pay taxes in all three States.“ 

„Anis idea that woman cannot do her work 
in the world without the right of suffrage is 
all rubbish.

Jeannette Wins from McVey Aft- 
er Forty-eight Rounds. 


OXYGEN USED BY PUGILISTS. 


Defeated Man Forced to Withdraw 
After Desperate Battle. 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO unn. 

PARIS, April F.— By virtue of oxygen 
Pumped into them by their seconds, Jean- 
nette and MacVey reeled and staggered 
through forty-eight rounds of brutal and 
plucky fighting here tonight. 

At the opening of the forty-ninth round 
MacVey, his face utterly dehumanized save 
for an expression of helpless agony that dis- 
torted what remained of his features, sig- 
nified he was unable to continue, whereupon 
the referee declared Jeannette the winner. 

The fight was to a finish for a purse of 
$0,000 francs. About 2,500 persons, the large 
majority of whom were foreigners, were 
present, fewer than half the number who 
attended the match between the two on Feb. 
20, when MacVey got the decision after a 
fight that was under the general suspicion 
of being fixed. 

Tonight's fight was on its merits, a fact 
that was testified to by the desperate condi- 
tion of both combatants. In the early rounds 
Jeannette’s cleverness more than offset Mac- 
Vey's superior hitting ability. This con- 
tinued up to the nineteenth round, when, 
after a singular episode im which Jeannette 
figured as a practitioner of knightly for- 
bearance, shaking hands with his hélplees 
adversary when he might apparently have 
punished him, he himself was knocked down 
three times in succession and was saved only 
by the bell. 

For the next few rounds he survived only 
by the liberal employment of oxygen, the 
bell several times finding him al) but help- 
jess. To the surprise of all, he displayed re- 
markable powers of recuperation, and in 
the last ten rounds simply made a chopping 
block of his opponent, although he lacked the 
power to deliver a knockout or even achieve 
a straight knockdown. MacVey’s surrender, 
however, was justified, as it was impossible 
in his condition that he should win. 


PAPKE-KELLY FIGHT MAY 15. 


Coffroth Assures Chicagoan a ‘Match 
with Ketchel if Successful Over 
Kewanee Lad. 


Hugo Kelly of Chicago and Billy Papke 
of Kewanee, III., will meet in a twenty-five 
round bout before the Colma Athletic club 
of San Francisco May 15, the weight being 
set at 158 pounds four hours before the con- 
test.

In thirty years’ his- 
tory of the board of trade wheat never has 
approached the figures of the last week; the 
only natural looking wheat berry visible, in 
fact, is the modern “ puffed.” wheat, de- 
scribed in the advertisements as being shot 
out of a gun, with a pictureof Patten pulling 
the trigger! 

The Patten telephone is overworked; tele-

The Chicago 6 cent loaf, regulated to one 
pound weight, has sold wholesale for 4cents, 
based on a flour price of 58. 78 a barrel. With 
flour at $5.75 a barrel and still going up, the 
Chicago baker is at a point where he no 
longer can afford to pay for the printing of 
a union label for sticking on just where it is 
most likely to get into the digestive tract of 
the innocent purchaser.

Postal Money Order Bugbear 


Foreign Ones Hard to Cash. 


By Hollis W. Field. 


MALL business men and individuals 
generally are inclined to have some- 
thing akin to prejudice toward the 
United States money order. Any John 
Jones“ personal c k, in the hands of 

a dozen indorsers Gf res 
able. 
Unless the recipient of the money order can 
deposit the postoffice order at his bank the 
Ghances are that he may have to take the 
paper in person to the postoffice, as only one 
individual indorsement is allowed upoy the 
paper. Any number of banks, however, may 
indorse it in working the paper’s way to the 
office of final acceptance. 
Where the payee does appear at the city 
st in person the office may not be in 
possession of the letter of advice sent to it 


’ from the postmaster filling out the order, in 


which case the call is im vain. If he be a 
stranger in the city the pdstoffice is harder 
to convince in the matter of identity than is 
the corner saloonkeeper or hotel clerk who 
ig familiar with the cashing.of such paper. 
It is only in the last few years, too, thata 
postoffice money order began to resemble a 
real bit of commercial paper. At one time 
not so long ago it was more like a mutilated 
small circular printed on blue paper and 
n was mistaken by the purchaser for the 
receipt from the postmaster. 
; „ * 


\Rayee’s Name Does Not Appear. 


But if the domestic postoffice order is more 
or less troublesome and in disfavor, that busi- 
ness house which in the nature of its trade 
receives postoffice orders from foreign coun- 
tries has occasion to undergo hysterics at 


This chief source of trouble with the for- 
eign money order is that it does not specify 
on its face the value of the paper in United 
States money, nor does the name of the payee 
appear on it. France is perhaps the one ex- 
céption in these details. 

Again, the postoffices in India, in Mexico, 
and in some parts of Australasia refuse to 
trust the purchaser with the money order 
which he has just paid for, but insist upon 
mailing it to che person to whom the pur- 
chaser wished to send it. It requires no 
stretch of the imagination to anticipate the 
troubles that lie in such a situation. . 

The cashier in the American house opens a 
piece of mail from one of the countries. Itis 


the departmental letter inclosing a money or- 


éer in the designated currency of that partic- 
ular country. The man who bought the order, 
perhaps to pay for a bill of goods he has 
been getting ready to order, probably went 
back to his place of business and put off send- 
ing the letter which should have accompan- 
fed. the remittance. Because of this his let- 
ter missed the mail which took up the money 
order, and that piece of paper, showing no 


naibility, is prefer- 


mark of the person who hought it, comes to 
the hand of the cashier with maybe the post- 
office from which it was sent the only pos- 
sible,clew that he has to the money order’s 
source.

Banks Refuse Foreign Orders. 


But when the sender of the order finally is 
identified and the purpose cleared up for 
which it has been sent, the cashier must get 
busy, first to determine just how much Unit- 


+ 


ed States money it will cash in for; then get 
the money. 

The banks won't take the foreign post- 
office order, for the reason that the payee’s 
name is not on the paper. When the cash- 
ler sends to his nearest postoffice of issue, it 
is more than likely that a search through a 
deep pile of advices discovers that the ad- 
vices on this particular order have not ar- 
rived. And not until this official paper from 


the issuing postoffice does arrive can the 


cashier know exactly what the value of this 
order is in United States money, especially 
from some of the out of the way places on 
the globe. 

Some of these countries seem to have a 
slight idea of the size of the United States, and 


the diversity of the money order possibilities 


of the country. For many of the provincial 
cities of this country these orders are made 
payable on the New York postoffice only. 
In which case the receiver in the small city 
finds that his postmaster is powerless to cash 
the paper. In the course of business, how- 
ever, the New York postoffice has discovered 
ite position in the matter, and acts leniently 
toward the payee where he is at all known. 
7” * 


Mexico a Trouble Maker. 

Mexico makes a lot of trouble for the re- 
cipient of her postal orders. Orders from 
the interior are rewritten at Laredo, Tex., 
and such an ornate receipt is given the pur- 
chaser that often the receipt is sent on in- 
stead of the real postoffice order. Then the 
depreciated currency of the country must be 
reckoned with by the cashier receiving it 
here on a gold basis. 

Altogether the cashier of the American 
house doing a world-wide business hes his 
troubles. He needs to be a linguist merely 
to handle the money orders from foreign 
postoffices, to say nothing of the order let- 
ters from these customers. He may get for- 
eign postage stamps as inclosures. Often he 
gets $1 and 32 bills of United States cur- 
rency from the south seas which may have 
been knocking about in the pockets of sailors 
half round the world. 

It is this cashier, however, who would be 
delighted if among the other intgrnational 
amenities affecting the pcatoffice depart- 
ments of the world some easy, sane method 
of issuing money orders we.¢ evolved.

Bath Tubs as Garden Spots; 
Trials of Model Tenement. 


HE experiences of the builders of model 
tenements are not always encouraging. 
Oftentimes the philanthfopist thinks 
after a few weeks that his charitable 
impulse could have found vent in some 

other direction with far better results. 

Among the first of the model tenements to 
be constructed was that bullt in the slums of 
Brooklyn. The builder did not erect it for 
profit, but to his surprise since the time of 
its construction it has paid 7 per cent. A 
short time after the tenaats moved in an in- 
spection was made and some queer results 
were obtained. The tenement having been 
built with the intention of providing safety 
for the tenants above all else, the fire es- 
capes were first investigated. 

In many cases the opening leading from 
the landing on one floor to the floor beneath 
was found to have been boarded up so that 
the tenant of that flat would have no chance 
of escape in case of fire. Scattered about on 
the landing and over the boarded up hole 
were wash tubs, in some cases kitchen stoves, 
clotheslines, and, in fact, any old junk for 
which there was no other storeroo 

The inhabitants of these model tenements 
felt much aggrieved when they were told to 
remove the litter and talked of moving out.

BUSINESS man the other day passed 

around a little story about how he 

had advertised in the Sunday papers 

for a stenographer, stating that, as 

the work was light, a beginner would 
do. One of the sixty-odd applicants who held 
the fort Monday morning was a young girl- 
just out of business college—a girl of refined 
appearance, but exceedingly timid in her 
manner, and evidently struggling with the 
embarrassment of a first experience in mak- 
ing an application. He asked her a few 
questions about her shorthand and type- 
writing, and then said: 

“ Well, now, we haven't enough dictation 
here to keep a girl busy all day, and you 
would have to attend to the telephone and do 
a few other little odd jobs as well. Have 
you ever done any clerical work at all?’ 

She looked blank at this, but finally man- 
aged to get out. in a frightened little way: 

** No-o-o, I. haven't done any clerical work 
exactly, but I was vice president of our Ep- 
worth league chapter last year, and lalways 
help decorate the church for our special 
services.” |

Versatile Worker the Best. 

As a rule the beginning stenographer is 
given various small clerical tasks to perform 
when she is not busy getting out lettets. 
Don't make the mistake of slighting this part 
of your work, meanwhile cherishing a fine 
sense of injury because you have been called 
upon to do the work of a mere clerk when 
you have set out to be a bona fine stenogra- 
pher.

Keep Your Eyes Open. 

Embrace every opportunity offered yon to 
extend the ecope of your duties. Aim to get 
in touch with every branch of the work. If 
you havea little time lying idle on your hands 
go up to one of the others and ask if there is 
not something you can do to help. Some- 
timea, it is true, you will not get a chance to 
learn something new, for people are often 
jealous of their special duties and averse 
to accepting assistance or allowing some 


one else to work in to their department. 


Not that they are always to be blamed for 
this reluctance and tenacity, either, for there 
is just a chance that the newcomer may be 
able to do the work even better and more 
quickly than they, and they know that “ the 
survival of the fittest’’ is a principle of 
every day application in business. 

But keep your eyes open and learn all you 
can. That way leads to promotion. 

You gan get à lot of pointers by simply 
watching other people work—only you must 
be careful not to develop a chronic habit 
which will make you content to stop at mere 
watching. 

Observe how deftly and rapidly the experi- 
enced office clerk rips open envelopes, sorts 
out the letters, distributes the filing, and 
gets the outgoing correspondence ready for 
the mail chute. 

Her experience has taught her many a 
short cut which you will do well to make your 
own. .For instance, instead of passing each 
separate envelope over to the sponge, as the 
novice will invariably do, you will find that 
she picks up a dozen or more envelopes, 
stacks them with the flaps spread out, and 
by passing both Hands swiftly down the sides 
arranges them mechanically about a half- 
inch apart—so that the gummed margins 
form a practically unbroken line. With one 
rapid movement the sponge is passed over 
these gummed surfaces, moistening all 
twelve flaps at once. In a twinkling the en- 
velopes are taken up, one by one, and the 
flaps sealed fast by the mere pressure of 
finger and thumb, with perhaps a final vigor-

How One Woman Won Success. 

When I finished high school my hopes 
focused on business ad writing. This I 
knew wasn't reached at a single bound, but

The saleswomen in the bookstores I be- 
lieved had the best advantages for that men- 
tal expansion which would accelerate my 
climb toward the profession in view. Such 
a woman I became after a three weeks’ 
sharp lookout, and remained for three years, 
during which time I studied harder and read 
more than I had ever done at school: From 
one to two hours every night I imitated the 
style and diction of newspaper and magazine 
business ads, and thus laboriously acquired 
a business phraseology. 

The next year I looked around for a wider 
experience in business lines, and found that 
for the woman who has will and courage the 
chances are unlimited. ‘became in time a 
bookkeeper in a laundry office, an agent for 
a lecture course, and a traveling sales- 
woman for a collar factory. During all this 
time I kept experimenting with the pen, and 
my own convictions finally steered me into 
the advertising office of a large department 
store, where I was allowed a trial at $8 a 
week, In four months I had worked up to $20 
and the good commendation of the boss. 

I like to repeat that idea that every man’s 
powers are equal to his ambitions, :

> The evolution of aerialism has led to a 
Focabulary and dictionary of its own. Aero- 
nautics is defined as aerial 
Dictionary navigation in its entirety 
for the without special reference to 
any of its branches. Aero- 
Aeronaut. statics is the science of aerial 
BDavigation by means lighter than the air. 
Aviatics, the science of aerial navigation by 
Means heavier than air. Aerostation and 
aviation refer respectively to the practice of 
these two hranches. Aerodromics is equiva- 
Jent to aviatics. Aerostat refers to an or- 
dinary spherical balloon. 
Aeronat is a dirigible motor driven balloon 
or airship. Aeroplane denotes a dynamic 
Axing machine sustained by the reaction of 
the air on one or more planes propelled by 
propellers or similar means. Sometimes, 
however, it is used to designate the sustain- 
ing surface alone. Helicopter denotes a 
fiying machine consisting of one or more 
Utting screws with a more or less vertical 
axis. Ornithopter refers to a machine in 
which the means of sustentation and pro- 
-Pulsion consist of beating wings. 
Aerodrome was first used by Prof. Langley, 
and is said to be the most comprehensive and 
guitable name for a flying machine of any 
kind. It does not properly mean a balloon 
shed. The derivative aerodromics may be 
applied to the whole science of free flight. 
Aerofoil has been suggested by F. W. Lan- 
chester to designate the sustaining surface in 
a flying machine, the spread wing of a bird, 
etc. Aerodrone, also suggested by him, is 
proposed for a motorless flying machine, 
such as the glide. Some, or most all, of these 
terms may of course sometime receive a 
slightly different application in years to 
come, or be dropped altogether, particularly 
when the fertile brain of the man of the 
Street begins to apply his concise and pic- 
turesque phraseology.

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Farms Offer the Premium.

ITH the coming of spring and the 

consequent opening of the year’s 

work for the farmer of the middle 

west there comes into existence in 

this section @ condition of affairs 
which has few counterparts in the width and 
breadth of the industrial world, and which 
well may cause the worker to pause and 
ponder. 

From the great lakes to the Ohio, and from 
the Missouri to the Alleghenies, thousands of 
farmers are looking gloomily over their 
broad fields, knowing that they cannot hire 
for the proverbial love or money enough help 
to till them properly. In the large cities 
within this area thousands of workers, 
skilled and unskilled, are standing around on 
the street corners, grumbling at the lack of 
employment and waiting for something to 
turn up. Some of them have been out of 
work for weeks, some for months. Their 
clothes are getting worn and shabby, their 
pockets are empty. Board bills are overdue 
and the prospects for their payment get 
darker with each day. Confidence is oozing 
away rapidly. 

All the evils that fall to the lot of the idle 
city worker are the lot of these out of works. 
And yet the farmer whois willing to pay $80a 
month and board for a good, fairly strong 
man will, as usual, be shorthanded when 
the season’s work starts in in earnest. The 
supply exists in bountiful quantities; the de- 
mand is big and eager. But the supply hugs 
its street corners and searches the paper for 
a city job ata scant living wage.

Conduct Seems Mere Stupidity. 

To one familiar with conditions governing 
both the life of the hired man on the aver- 
age farm in this section and of the city work- 
er of the class corresponding to him the con- 
duct of the unemployed city man in failing 
to accept the proffered country employment 
always will seem the course of stupidity. 
Compared to the city worker at moderate 
wages the good hired man is much better off 
in a number of ways, including the important 
one of finances. 

As a business proposition it actually would 
pay the young man who is ambitious enough 
to want to get enough money ahead to have 
a small capital to back his efforts to leave 
a city position for a place on a farm. And 
when he is out of work and all but penniless 
he certainly slaps opportunity in the face 
when he scornfully refuses to be a hired 
man. 

Hired man!“ sneered an unemployed 
shipping clerk to whom the writer had 
broached the subject of such employment. 
Who wants to be a hired man? Get up 
before light in the morning, milk cows till 
breakfast, then get out and walk back of 
a plow until dark, and milk again after sup- 
per. Not for me! I don’t want to be a 
Slave.

Its advantages are ob- 
vious. The city worker of small wages can- 
not or does not save. The effect is the same. 
He works week after week and has nothing 
to show for it.. So long as he holds a position 
which pramises future advancement, this 
does not matter. But the instant he is out of 
work—and even the most promising positions 
have an uncomfortable habit of proving un- 
stable—his situation is decidedly unfavorable. 
And then it is that common sense should 
impel him to consider the country as a place 
to work in, where men are at a premium and 
where the money that he earns is all his own. 
* * 


Real Chance in the Country. 

The country offers him a chance. There 
are disadvantages, it is true. A man can't 
wear a high collar every day; he can’t hang 
around a saloon or poolroom every ht in 
the week; and he has got to do work that will 
put some strain on bones and muscles, But 
on the other hand, he will work in the sun 
and the air of out of doors; he will grow 
brown in the face and big through the chest; 
he will develop in more ways than he might

lirectory One Man Job; 


Guard Uses Leisure Time. 
By Horace Zollars. 


HE work of a guard on an elevated 

train would seem to be enough to keep 

one man busy, but, in addition to this 

work, to compile a book of tables and 

facts, neither of which are easily ac- 
cessible, would seem almost impossible. 
Such, however, has been the work during 
the last two years of a South Side Elevated 
guard. 

This guard, J. B. McComber, has not been 
a petted employé who was given time off 
for the preparation of the book, but has done 
his day’s work in the same way as the other 
guards. Only during his leisure time has 
he been able to work on the Elevated Rail- 
road Directory of Chicago.“ But so well has 
he done the work that the book supplies a 
great amount of valuable information. 

If the author of these numerous’ tables 
simply had collected the data, leaving the 
making up of the lists and the printing of 
the matter to the compiler and compositor, 
the two years that he has spent on the work 
still would not seem too Jong, especially 
considering the small amount of time al- 
lowed for it each day. But when one learns 
that Mr. McComber has written the whole 
book on a typewriter, working out all of the 
tables by means of this machine and a com- 
mon pen for ruling the lines, the work 
seems still’ more astonishing. 

** — 


Writer Assumes Many Roles. 

In place of hiring editors, compilers, copy 
readers, and compositors this hard working 
— has undertaken all of these jobs him- 
self. 

The pages once having been written cor- 
rectly—which must have taken some time, 
owing to the proneness of man to err and to 
the fact that one mistake in a table would 

require the rewriting of the entire page— 
zinc etchings were made from them and the 
book was printed from these etchings. 

In spite of the long, hard work necessary 
for producing a book in this way, the work 
ig really an ambitious one. There is no 
noticeable slighting of important facts about 
anything concerning the elevated roads, and 
there is a mass of much needed information. 

A page of introduction, a page of explana- 
tion, and a page telling the contents precede 
the first table. Then follow a number of 
tables of the streets paralleling the elevated 
roads. 

To any one who has tried to tabulate on a 
typewriter where the printing runs some- 
times in one direction, sometimes in another, 
where the spaces between lines and columns 
must be equal, and where the table must fill 
and just fill the page the difficulty of this job 
is apparent. 

* * 
Tables Complete in Detail. 

The first table, for instance, that of the 
streets paralleling the Garfield park division 
of the Metropolitan L.“ contains a column 
in the center of all the stations on that line. 
To the right and left of this central column 
are parallel columns containing the number 


the distance and direction of the street from 
that station. The amount of work necessary 
for the gathering of this data must have 
been great, but the work of tabulation ons 
typewriter must have been far greater. 

* * 


Other Lists Add to Task. 

Lists and directions for reaching hotels, 
banks, theaters, places of amusement, mu- 
seums, newspapers, clubs, hospitals, asy- 
lums, sanitariums, public buildings, halls. 
offices of the city of Chicago, and even ceme- 
teries follow. A list of towns and villages 
reached by trolley lines connecting with the 
elevated roads, including the name of the 
elevated line and division, and the connect- 
ing station, directions for reaching the docks 
of the lake excursion steamers, and a list 
of the telegraph stations and substations. 
including directions for reaching them, and 
even their telephone numbers, have added 
to the difficulty of the work. 

A list of the street car lines that connect 
with the elevated lines, directions for reach- 
ing the railroad stations of the city, a time 
table of the Aurora interurban, including 
even the various rates of fare, the running 
time of the trains of all of the elevated roads, 
and a complete time table of each, a few 
maps, and a few ads—which are not type- 
written—fill the next sixty-one pages. 

Altogether ‘the information appears to be 
accurate in spite of the difficulties that must 
have béen encountered in gathering it, but 
the work of writing out on a typewriter 
such a number of lists, all of which must be 
correct before being reproduced, seems to be 
a work that would stagger a man with all of 
his time at his disposal.

Ten 
cases are in his own city block! 

Pichler had been selling the milk. He had 
been selling lots of it. His source of supply 
was from Indiana farms—almost a dozen of 
them. But Inspector Peterson for the health 
department testified that when on Aug. 31 
he visited Pichler’s milk station inquiring 
where Pichler got his milk supply he was 
given the names of three Indiana farmers 
only, and that the name of Herman Schroe- 
der, Hartsdale, Ind., was not mentioned. Yet 
of all the Pichler milk supply, that from the 
Schroeder farm was found carrying the fever 
bacilli, 

* * 
Tracing the Epidemic Begins. 

It was on Oct. 18 that the health depart- 
ment served notice on Pichler to stop selling 
milk in Chicago. Then investigations began 
at the Schroeder farm with a view to tracing 
the epidemic, 

Schroeder himself had developed a case 
of typhoid fever and his wife had attended 
him while he was in bed, caring for the milk 
cans and other utensils used in the work. He 
testified that about the middle of September 
the dealer, Pichler, had visited the Schroeder 
farm and had been told that there was 
typhoid fever in the house. He testified that 
on Oct. 12 Pichler had come again and was 
told of the fever, which had affected three 
members of the family. Pichler. however, 
had said for Schroeder to continue sending 
milk until notified not to doso. « 

Pichler was notified to discontinue the sale 
of milk on Oct. 13. Schroeder told that he 
had shipped milk to Pichler on the 18th and 
14th, but that a note in the bottom of a can 
received from Pichler on the night of Oct. 
14 asked him to discontinue shipments. 

The disastrous effects of the milk received 
from Pichler's depot was found due to the 
fact that Pichler mixed the milk received 
from the several farms. Only the one 
Schroeder farm supply had been contami- 
nated, but mixed with the milk received from 
other farms, the rapid increase in typhoid 
bacilli in warm milk had served to spread 
the contagion to a total of fifty persons, four 
of whom died of the onset.

Typhus Bacillus Long Lived. 

With Pilcher put out of business in October, 
with the forty-six cases of typhoid fever 
standing out on the health department's spot 
map for that month, the map for November 
shows only five new cases for the district. 

Was something wrong with Schroeder's 
cows? 

The typhoid bacillus is one of the stubborn, 
long lived members of the bacilli family. 
One may have an attack of typhoid fever, 
recover from it, be at work for six months, 
six years, or sixteen years, and still be a re- 
pository for the germs. In all this time his 


dodily excretions are a menace. In handling 


A loaf of bread he may deposit the germ 
from his fingers. The sewage from his 
house is a.certain carrier of them. 

But of all carriers for the typhoid germ 
milk is the-most effective agent. it carries 
not only the germs getting into it from the 
hanes or from water rinsing the receptacles, 
but these first bacilli may increase to tens 
of thousands in a few hours. Typhoid fever 
germs attack the body in the digestive tracts. 
The person nursing the patient and passing 
from the sickroom to the kitchen carelessly | 
is a menace. Flies are a common carrier. 
Any lack of sanitary precautions in the 
home where fever exists is dangerous. 

* * 
Chicago Passes Water Danger. 

“Spread of typhoid fever in a household 
indicates that flies or infected hands are the 
cause, said Commissioner Evans. ‘‘ Neigh- 
borhood typhoid suggests that infected milk 
is responsible. Community typhoid as an 
epidemic leads inquiry into the water sup- 
ply. The water danger to Chicago has 
passed. The careless or the criminal milk 
dealer today is the greatest source of danger 
to the community.” 

In the three years from 1890 to 1892, inclu- 
sive, Chicago saw the floodtide of typhoid 
fever epidemic. There were 1,008 cases in 
1890, 1,907 in 1891, and 1,489 cases reported 
in 1892. Sixteen persons to the 10,000 of 
Ohicago population died of typhoid fever in 
1801—the greatest death rate that has been 
recorded. Polluted water supply was the 
one great source of the disease in those 
years. Last year fewer cases of typhoid 
fever were found in Chicago than ever be- 
fore since it became a metropolitan city. 

Under normal conditions typhoid fever 1s 
not a particularly fatal disease under proper 
treatment, Its. ulcerations of the digestive 
tract, however, make dieting a chief pre- 
caution long after the patenti is convales- 
cent. ‘Starve the patient ” is the doctor's 
prescription, broad Yet often when a 
patient has passed the fever stage the 
starvation regimen may drive him to take 
solid food against orders, which‘may result 
in death. 

Young adults are most susceptible to the 

disease. Having it, four weeks of confine- 
ment on starvation diet marks the average 
course of the fever stage, after which an- 
other two to four weeks may be necessary to 
bring the vletim back to normal working 

condition. Which is a point in social eco- 
nomics.

John N. Rowland, 


Is theCity Man 
Too Insolent?

S an old resident of Chicago, or of 
some other metropolitan city, did it 
ever oceur to you that unconsciously 
you have drifted away from apprecia- 
tion and acceptance of many of the 

small courtesies which in smaller communi- 
ties go without saying?” 


I have been making some small experi- 
ments this winter in the smoking cars of an 
elevated railway and the aboye conclusion is 
inevitable. The man, standing up and trying 
to hold a package, hold to a strap, and at the 
same time read his paper, is a striking evi- 
dence of it, 

This man, handicapped as he is, and with 
the car floor impossible on account of ex- 
pectoration, can't recognize that the person 
sitting in the seat right at hand, is more than 
willing to hold his package for him. At 
least half a dosen times I've spoken to such 
a man: 

J beg your pardon, sir, but I'll nurse the 
package for you if youlike.”” But inevitably

There.is no trouble involved in the proposi- 
tion. The person making such an offer mani- 
festly must do it with more than mere will- 
ingness. The fact is the city man is 
estranged from recognition of such a feeling 
in the stranger.

HERE is surely nothing more becoming, 
more dainty, or essentially feminine than 
the so styled lingerie dress; and it wi 
be worn in a greater variety of designs 
this coming season than ever before—if 
predictions, are verified. These gowns, 
like a large share of women’s wearing 
apparel, can cost a small fortune, or 


quite the reverse—depending largely on whether the 
work is done by oneself or the services of some ex- 


‘pensive dressmaker are required—or, again, if the gar- 
Ment is bought ready made. 

Doudbtless many who want at least one gown of 
‘this character, with hand embroidery az a feature of 
‘the trimming, have been at work on the embroidery 
“part of it for some time; but it is not too late to 
“begin such a dress now, and the embroidery parts can 
be made ready and used for “pick up work. Some 
of the most pronounced features of the newest of 
these dresses are the Dutch collar and the new waist 
une. Fortunately for those who do not care to follow 
anything bordering on the extreme there are many eim- 
ple and pretty ways of making. ;

the valenciennes, or either one may be used alone. 
Fine nainzook embroideries are used for insertions, 
and. in fact, one can materially increase the cost of an 
otherwise inexpensive dress by making use of ‘much 
trimming: on the other hand, lovely dresses can be 
made with a moderate use of trimming, hand em- 
broidery, or tucks; and the dress which is the more 
simply made, in the minds of many, will be by far the 
prettiest looking. 

One dresa shown on this page is made of nain- 
sopok—a sufficiently fine quality of which may be 
bought for 35 cents a yard, and nine yards should be 
an ample pattern—and has a high waisted skirt cut 
in thirteen gores. The skirt reaches four inches above 
the waist line and is cut to fit easily, but not at all 
tight around the hips, and corresponds to the méas- 
ure of the figure four inches above the natural waist 
line. 

* 

The. dress will certainly give better satisfaction 
if the material is thoroughly shrunk before being 
made, and of course any preferred number of gores 
may be chosen. Before cutting the skirt out see that 
the pattern corresponds to your measure, and if it is 
a pattern which only comes to the waist line it can 
be changed to correspond to the sketch with but little 
trouble. Pin a piece of paper Om each gore across the 
hip line, having the paper ‘straight on the front edge 
of each gore; cut the pieces long enough to reach to 
the réquired distance above the waist line. 

Measure the body at this point, write the number 
of inches down, and then proportion off a certain num- 
ber ot inches to each gore and mark with dot to in- 
dicate the width of each piece at the top. The front 
edge of each piece should curve a little, from the hip 
line to the top, and the back edge will curve slightly 
also. Draw lines connecting the hip and top of the 
skirt and seq that in so doing the waist measure is 
left too large. 

* * 

Draw the lines lightly at first so that if they are 
not satisfactory they can be changed, and don’t cut 
the paper until those on each piece are satisfactory, 
both as regards outline and measure. Then cut the 
entire pattern out on the seam lines. Cut the mate- 
rial out, allowing three-eighths of an inch seam across 
the top and on both sides. Across the bottom sallow 
for a five inch hem. 

Before unpinning the pattern mark every seam 
as well as across the bottom distinctly, with a trac- 
ing wheel, of course being careful not to mark so 
hard as to injure the material. Sometimes a wheel 


nen is so sharp that with a slight pressure the fine white 


materials would be ruined, soft will be safer to try 
the wheel on a small oo the cloth first. 
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stretch the gored edges. German valenciennes in- 
sertion one inch wide was used in the dress illus- 
trated. and cutting the gores off on the seam lines 
should make the skirt the right size when the lace 
is put in. The insertion shor}d be put in by hand, 
holding the lace next to you and overhanding it in 
with a fine needle and thread—probably a nine or 
ten needle and 100 thread. 
«x * 

A still nicer way to make the skirt would be to 
roll each edge back and overhand to the lace, doing 
away with any machine work. 

A row of the insertion is overhanded on across 
the top, and the hem is basted around the bottom. 
Tut insertion around the bottom should not be put 
in until the skirt has been fastened to the waist and 
the skirt length found to be absolutely true, Cut 
from some old cotton cloth a pattern of the upper 


part ot a plain shirtwaist, mark the seams accurate- 


ly, and baste together. It should be cut so as to open 
in the back. Have some one pin it on you and then 
fit it in well under the arms 80 as to correspond to 
the sketch. | 

Measure from the waist line on your own figure 
or have some one do it for you, four inches up at the 
under afm middle of the front and the middle of the 
back. Crease a line connecting these points. If the 
skirt waz finished, going up a little higher in the 
back, make the line on this cloth to correspond; if 
not, let it go straight around. 

Remove the cloth pattern, rip it apart, cut out 
exactly on the seam lines, and iron out perfectly 


smooth. After this has been done cut a pattern out 


of some heavy paper, using this cloth as a pattern. In 
this model there are three strips of the insertion on 
each side of the front, one being at eagh end of the 
shoulder, and the middle strip coming neér enough to- 
wards the front so as to allow of a diamond shaped 
medallion of lace being set in. 
* | 

The easiest way to go about this will be to cut 
the material out, allowing fer seams and for hem 
up each side of the back, then lay strips of insertion 
on where they should go, and baste in place. Hem 
the lace to the material, cut the material under the 


lace through the middle, and then trim off, so that 


on each side there ia about an eighth of an inch mar- 
gin left, which should be rolled back and hemmed by 
hand. 

After this has been de- the medallions may be 
set in on the same order as the lace insertion; or it 
would be lovely to work a design in embroidery, with 
French knots or embroidered dots, or mall eyelets 


‘scattered above and below the design. Carry out this 


same idea in the middle of the front also. In the back 
are simply the strips of insertion. 


i : 


strips of the Insertion, and this is done the same way 
as the seams of the skirt were. The collar and 
sleeves may be made and put in, and. then the lower 
edge of the waist rolled and overhanded to the skirt; 
then if the skirt length is true the insertion may be 
basted around the bottom of the skirt like the illus- 
tration, and the dress is finished after these have 
been set in. These rows around the bottom can be 
left out, if preferred, without any special detriment. 
* 8 

Too strong emphasis cannot be put on the inad- 
visability of putting trimming in, as it is only too 
often seen, by simply turning the dress material back 
once, and, leaving a raw edge, stitching the insertion 
in place by machine. A dress put together in such 
fashion may last until it is cleaned or washed, and 
then there surely will be trouble, the lace will pull 
away from the material, and it will be Uifficult, it not 
impossible, to fix it. 


There is far more satisfaction in learning to do 
a thing as it ought to de done than in hurrying 30 
as to get through with it, and then, almost every 
time it is worn, to have to stop and take stitches 
where parts have given way.

A simple, attractive dress ie made of a fine linen, 
with the skirt in eleven gores, and trimmed with 
graduated bands of the linen. The waist has three 
half inch tucks on each shoglder and a rounding yoke 
of hand crocheted insertion. A simple design is em- 
broidered on the front, below the yoke. The back 
below the yoke Is plain, and the sleeves, as can be 
seen, are two piece ones, with clusters of narrow 
tucks going around the arm. 

To make a yoke of this kind lay the front and 
back of a waist pattern together on a board (first 
laying a piece of heavy paper down and laying the pat- 
tern on it) and use thumb tacks to hold the shoulder 
Seams together. Using a trace wheel, trace an outline 
of the neck, middle of the back, middle of the front, and 
the armhole. Then remove thé waist pattern and on the 
traced paper draw a line for the bottom of the yoke. 
When this is satisfactory cut the yoke pattern ont on 
the traced lines, and, folding another piece of paper 
through the middle, lay this pattern on and cut out 
a pattern from this—and you will have a pattern of 
the entire yoke. 7

Beginning at one side of the back, baste a strip 
of insertion around the lower edge, leaving enough 
lace at the back for the turning in: and do this bast- 
ing at the lower edge of the insertion. The insertion 
will then have to be basted near to the upper edge, 
adjusting the fullness so that it does not pull to one 
side or the other.

tern in the same way, and so on untl i the neck line 
is reached.

Then the rows are 
overhanded together, the lace of course having been 
basted on the paper wrong side up; if there is any 
decidedly wrong side the work is not taken off the 
paper until it has all been overhanded together.

Made of really fine. linen—and qualities 
have appeared this season which give promise of not 
crushing aa easily as linens usually do—the skirt has 
a front panel reaching to the bust line, and on this is 
a clover leaf design of inlaid embroidery. 

The skirt is cut from a five gored pattern, and 
while it will doubtless grow a little longer around 
the sides and the back this will not matter especially 
in a dress which trains a little. Two one inch bias 
bands of the linen finish the bottom of the skirt above 
the four inch hem, beginning where the front gore 
ends. Set the front gore into the dress with an inch 
wide strip of cluny insertion, the insertion: going up 
to the shoulder seams. 

The front of the blouse should have a shoulder 
plait on each side to avoid too plain an appearance.

The back of the skirt is an easy fitting habit back 
and the blouse fs cut out in a square to match the 
front, only it is only three inches deep.

Home Palm Garden. 


While a palm may be kept entirely away 
from the sunshine to advantage, it cannot be 
kept in a shady place, at a distance from 
good light, without injury. - / 

If you use your palm for decorative pur- 
poses around the mantel or in a dark cor- 
ner of the room, do not allow it to remain 
there longer than is absolutely necessory. 

A palm should be placed as near the win- 
dow as possible. Care should be taken also 
never to shower a palm and then allow the 
sun to shine on it while the water stands on 
the leaves. This causes the brown spots, 
which are so disfiguring, to appear, as the 
foliage becomes blistered or scorched. 

The best spoils, for the variety of paims 
in general cultivation are made up of ordinary 
garden loam and a little sand. As palms 
have heavy roots they like a heavier, firmer 
soil than do most plants. : 

If the roots won't stay in the soil but are 
inclined to take to stilts, no harm is done 
to the plant by this elevation of its crown 
above the soil. If unsightly, pot the plant 
lower when you give it a shift. 

While a palm is able to bear a good deal 
of heat, it does not require the high degree 
of heat which many seem to think is neces- 
sary for its successful cultivation. Some 
of the finest specimens will grow in a room 
which is several degrees cooler than living 
rooms are usually kept. 

The rule of giving water only when the 
surface soil is dry should be firmly adhered,

The fireless cooker is perhaps the most 
unusual and among the most valuable of 
these time saving devices. For many a 
woman is forced to get the evening meal 
after she has been working all day. But the 
fireless stove prepares this meal for her. 
There are several different kinds, and these 
come in different sizes, but the smallest ones 
hold a granite kettle with cover, a granite 
cooking dish, and one wire vegetable basket. 
A whole meal, including soup, meat, and 
vegetables, may be cooked in it at the same. 
The meat and vegetables are put into the 
different utensils, one setting into another, 
and then placed on the stove until the food 
is brought to a boiling point. These are then 
set into a cooker made of iron or asbestos 
and wood. The food is in this way kept at 
a bailing point and cooks gradually. 

Many women would enjoy housekeeping 
were it not for the washing and ironing. The 
electrical washers are great savers of time 
and strength. These washing boxes have 
compartments for wringing and rinsing of 
clothes, so that a day’s washing can be man- 
aged in a few hours with one of these ma- 
chines. Though these electrical washers are 
expensive, their expense u reduced by two 
or three families in a flat owning one to- 


gether.

Eiectrical Iron Needs No Fire. 


The question of ironing is often a perplex- 
ing one, especially where a housekeeper gives 
out her heavy pieces. Where the washing 1d 
net large the electrical flat iron saves the 
building of a kitchen fire. These flat irons 
are made in the three and six pound sizes; 
the smaller ones are used in froning laces, 
handkerchiefs, and fine pieces. The stand has 
an extension and bulb which will fit into any 
socket. These cost from $3.40 up, according 
to their size. 

The electrical cooking stove is especially 
valuable in summer. These stoves are had 
in different sizes and may be attached to 
any socket. Where the kitchen is not large 
enough to hold anything more than the ordi- 
nary range an electrical chafing dish serves 
On warm 
days the chafing dish may be placed on the 
dining room table and a luncheon or even a 
mall supper can be cooked in it. An elec- 
tric coffee pot is a satisfactory accompani- 
ment to a meal cooked on the chafing dish. 


The coffee pot stand has an extension with 


a bulb, which can be set into a socket. The 
coffee ia another simple device for 
making coffee at table. These pots come in 
aluminium and in the enamel ware. They 


are fitted up inside with a percolator, so 
when the water begins to boll the coffee drips 
and they are soon mixed together. These 
coffee pote, large enough to make four cups, 
may be had at §2.50 and $3.60; according to 
the material. 

There are many good housekeepers who 
would find their work a pleasure were it not 
for making bread. Such find a breadmaker a 
valuable assistant. It is a simple device, con- 
sisting of a pail and a kneading rod. The 
ingredients are put into the pail; the rod is 
turned for three minutes and the dough is 
then left to rise. It is then turned once more 
and set in pans. Bread is made in this way 
in less than a half hour's time. The ice cream 
freezer is fashioned in much the same way. 
The cream is set into a pail and packed with 
ice. The tin is so thin that the cream freezes 
in a few minutes.

Cake Maker Great Help. 

Then there is the cake maker, which is a 
splendid aid to a woman who has only a few 
minutes in which to bake a cake. The pan 
has a kneading rod for beating eggs, whip- 
ping cream, and mixing all kinds of batters. 
This same pan is useful in making puddings, 
ginger cookies, German noodles, coffee cake, 
and even a smal! loaf of bread. 

The cake plates are another happy device. 
They are fashioned so they need not be but- 
tered before the batter is placed on them. 
The bottoms may be unfastened from the 
rims. They come in sets of four, so two cakes 
can be baked at once. 

A meat chopper fashioned on the same 
principle as a coffee grinder is an easy way 
of chopping meats, all kinds of fruits and 
vegetables into fine and coarse pieces, as 
they are Wanted. 

Even more helpful are the carving scissors, 
which look like pruning shears, made with 
one sharp and one tooth blade. These scis- 
sors enable a woman to carve a fowl neatly 
and without any fear of cutting herself. Al- 
most as difficult is the taking the eyes out of 
a pineapple. But this is made easy with a 
pineapple snip.

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Gold Bands Among Most Pop 


Hair ornaments in which a jewel and an 
migrette or paradise feather are combined 
are among the most graceful. 

. @ thousand other combinations for the hair. 

Among the most popular are the gold bands, 
about an inch wide, sometimes worn singly, 
but often double, across the front of the 
head, above the roll of the hair, which is now 
worn quite in an auriole all about the head. 
These gold bands are finely chased and enam- 
eled in colors, some of them set'in jewels, all 
depending on the amount to be expended on 
them. A flower or a knot of ribbon may 
be added over the ears at the discretion of 
the wearer. These are especially becoming 
to the tall woman with classic features, 
while for the short statured ones the aigrette 
gives height and an added dignity. 

A jeweled buckle fastened to a twisted rope 
of gold or a jeweled butterfly is also effective.

W ork Almost Lost Art Today. 

The rush of the present generation had not 
yet gotten into the blood. And work was 
executed with such great care and skill 
that it has almost become a lost art today, 
even in Paris, which is said to have the most 
marvelous workmen in the world in jewelry, 
both as to delicacy of design and excellence 
of workmanship. So that to copy ancient 
designs it is not so easy as would seem, and 
once a good copy is executed it becomes al- 
most as valuable as the original. 

The monogram mania, which enters into 
everything for personal use, at present is also 
executed in jewelry of all kinds, the mono- 
gram used only as the basic principle of the 
design. For it would take an expert to tell 
what letters are intended, so intricate are 
they. :

In locating your plants be sure that you 
understand their habits and are able to as- 
sign them to their places intelligently. Keep 
the tall growing kind to the rear, where they 
will serve as a background for those of a 
lower growth, and so graduate them in the 
beds that those given place in the immediate 
foreground will be of nearly creeping habit, 
like the verbena. 

Every gardener ought to provide himself at 
the beginning of the season with an outfit of 
tools, consisting of hoe, an iron rake, a trans- 
planting trowel, and a weeding hook. The 
best hoe for general use is one shaped like a 
V, with a handle fitted into a socket in the 
middie of it. This gives practically two hoes 
in one—one having a wide blade, the other a 
point. This point enables one to work close 
to the plants without running the risk of cut- 
ting them off, as is likely if a wide bladed hoe 
is used. 

* * 

The best weeder is claw shaped and uproots 
with great ease and dispatch. One can do 
more with it in half an hour than can be done 


‘with the hands in a day, and this without 


much effort. It stirs the soil to the depth of 
an inch or two while pulling weeds, thus 
answering a double purpose. 

In making flower beds it is not desirable to 
elevate them above the surrounding level. 
Raised beds shed rain and in consequence dry 
out more rapidly than level ones. 

If the soil is hard and of clay, add sand, old 
mortar, anything that will have a tendency 
to make it light and porous. A comparative- 
ly open soil will stand drought much better 
than a hard, compact one. 

* * 

Do not attempt to pulverize the soll as fast 
as it is spaded. It cannot be done then. It 
will break apart into little lumps, but this 
does no good. Leave it just as thrown from 


the spade for three or four days for the sur- | 


plus water to drain out of it. The sun and 
the air will have a mellowing efféct. After 
the exposure to the elements it will crumble 
readily under the application of the hoe. Do 
not be satisfied until it is as fine and mellow

HE exhibition of paintings by Frank C. Peyraud at 
the Chicago Art institute during March attracted 


an unusual amount of attention, and aside from 


the undoubted merit of Mr. Peyrand’s work the 
critics agree that he has reached a new and 
purely American interpretation of western land- 
scapes. 
The artist himself was born in Bulle, Switzerland. He 
ras a pupil of Prof. Bonet in Fribourg, and afterward studied 
architecture in the Ecole des Beaux Arts in Paris. He came 
to Chicago in 1881, and for a time studied in the Art institute. 
He made a success of mural decorations, his studies in archi- 
tecture fitting him for this branch of work. x 
It was in landscape painting, however, that Mr. Peyraud 
won a recognition that was natiqnal. He exhibited in the 
most important exhibitions, east and west. In 1899 he was 
awarded the Young Fortnightly prize in the Chicago exhibition. 
Mr. Peyraud has been called the pioneer of a region prac- 
tically untouched by the landscape painter’s brush—the upper 
Mississippi valley. Upon this page, five of the paintings ex- 
hibited’ at the Art institute recently are reproduced in color, 
and the delicacy and true artistic feeling of his work needs 


The artist, who is poet at heart as well as painter, has a 
genuine love of nature, and he believes that nowhere in the 
world is nature eo generous and optimistic as in the region 
he loves to paint. It has been his aim to express the subjec- 
tive beauty of the western country—‘its clear atmosphere; 
the glory of the dawn; the happiness of the summer skies 
dotted by soft gray clouds; the golden harvests; the peace and 
fruitfulness of the valleys.”. We quote now from the painter 
himself, who has endeavored to transfer to nis canvas the 
majesty of the evening and the restfulness of the night.” 

Mr. Peyraud loves the night and the half lights of evening 
and dawn, and the scene shown. herewith, “At Break of Day,” 
conveys ‘a breadth of comprehension and feeling of the dis- 
tinctively American landscape that would be hard to equal. 
The contrasts. between “Indian Summer” and “Spring Morn- 
ing show how wide his sympathy is. 

A critic has suggested that perhaps the. beauty of, Mr. Pey- 
raud's interpretation of the American landscape is due to the 
fact that he is of foreign birth, and has to some extent that 
detached view which can see points which are overlooked by 
the too familiar eye. It ts more probably, however, that his 
inspiration comes from the true artist's love of nature and

If he said that he had hidden in a 
load of domestic hay and watched 10,000 
of them stream past in line that seemed 

to have no ending. 

| If he swore that he had stood on a 
mountain spur and looked down into a 
valley packed with elk as far as the eye. could reach. 

Would you believe him? 

Probably not. 3 

Your answer to him likely would be sarcastic. You 
might observe that you had never suffered from a 
nightmare in that form and that not even in the 
moments of your wildest imaginings did you permit 
yourself to stray so far from the truth as to picture a 
mile of elk, or a valley of them, or any of the other 
things of which he was trying to convince you.

Camera Corroborates the Elk Story. 

But out of the west there comes from the famous 
Jackson's Hole country a plain, unvarnished tale of 
truth told by a plain, unvarnished man of the moun- 
tains, in which it is made apparent that all of these 
things have happened and ere happening now in 
Wyoming. And to back up that story this man brings 
the evidence of the camera. 

Thirty’ thousand elk are wintering in the Jackson 
Hole country in Wyoming. They are not wary or timor- 
ous, these elk. They do not shun the haunts of man. 
On the contrary, they come up to his doors. For they 
are starving, and the state of Wyoming is feeding 
them $5,000 worth of hay in an effort to keep them 
alive until the snow is gone and the growths of spring 
time will furnish them with the natural food which a 
hard winter has taken from them. 

Thirty thousand starving elk! 

N sounds like one of the tall stories that - west- 
erners reserve for eastern consumption, but it isn't. 
The camera doestft lie unless it is tampered with, and 
Ben. Sheffield of Moran, Wyo., who made the eloquent 
pictures on this page, did nothing to his instrument 
that a good photographer should not do. He just went

down to Jackson, snuggled himself down in a load of 


hay, and drove out into the valley around the town. 
The efks came trotting around the load. Thousands 
of them came, until the wagon was the center of an 


ocean of brown bodies and tossing heads. Then Shef- 


> 


field turned loose his films, and the pictures are the 


result. After the picture taking the hay was pitched 
off to the waiting animals, which struggled and fought 
for a mouthful much like a herd of the ordinary Hol- 
stein cows of local fame. 

Aside from the deplorable circumstances of inevita- 
ble starvation for a large number of the elks, the mere 
figures which develop in telling the tale of the Jack- 
son’s Hole elk are such as to startle the average 
American in whose ears is constantly dinned the song 
that all big game is going the way of the buffalo, and 
that the deer, the moose, the mountain sheep, and the 
elk, the largest species of American wild game, soon 
will have vanished from the face of the earth and be- 
come, like the buffalo, a subject for lamentation and 
national shame. 

Whatever may have happened to the elk in other 
portions of the country, it is evident that in Wyoming 
it is far from the possibility of immediate extinction. 
A glance at the figures incident to the situaton as it 
exists at present will show that the elk still is with us 
in numbers to satisfy even the most hoggish sportsman: 

Sixty thousand elks are wintering in Jackson's Hole. 

Thirty thousand of them are being fed by the state. 

Twenty-five thousand of these 30,000 would starve 
but for this aid from man. 

Five thousand of them will starve in spite of it. 

Twenty-five thousand of them will be saved by 
feeding. | 

- Fifty-five thousand elks will be alive in Jackson's 
Hole when the snow leaves.

Wyoming to Remain Hunters’ Paradise. 

Unless an epidemic of disease should break out 
among the herds and carry them away by thousands, 
Wyoming next fall will continue to be a paradise for 
the hunter of big game. 

The conditions as they exist near Jackson this last 
winter are without precedent. It is doubtful if the 
eyes of white man ever beheld as many elks herded 
together in one locality. Possibly at some long past 

time, when elk and buffalo roamed the prairie without 
fear of smokeless powder or telescope sights, Indians 
may have seen as many or more; Sut since civilization 
set up its tepee near Jackson's lake it is certain that 
no such numbers ever congregated at a single time for 
man’s inspection. 

The elk, unlike the departed buffalo, does not love 
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to live together in countless multitudes. Although, 
like all members of the deer family, it is possessed 
of the herding instinct, it prefers to dwell] in regiments 
rather than in great armies. Under normal conditions 
the elk finds a couple of thousands of its numbers about 
right for a community, and this number forms a band 


* which picks its feeding ground and lives contentedly 


by itself. But when a hard winter sets in all bands 
set forth for the regions where the snow is light and 
the feed plentiful, and in Wyoming this happens to be 
in the Jackson Hole country along Flat creek. 

Jackson's Hole is a valley sixty miles long and ten 
miles wide, which lies about sixty miles south of Yel- 
lawstone National park. Completely surrounded by the 
Teton, Big Horn, and Gros Ventre mountain ranges, it 
is the one section in that region which is well pro- 
tected against the killing weather of a Wyoming win- 
ter. Particularly is it protected in the southern end 
along Flat creek. The temperature is higher there and 
the snowfall lighter than in any other section of the 
state. As a result the country has become the natural 
wintering ground of the elk. 


*x * 
Thousands Strike Southern Trail. 

This winter was one of the hardest that Wyoming 
ever has had, and that is saying much, All over the 
State the snow lay four feet deep save in the southern 
end of Jackson's Hole, where a foot or eighteen inches 
was the average. The cold and the snow driving them 
from their chosen feeding grounds in the mountains 
to the north and west, the various big bands of elks one 
by one gave up the fight to remain in their old winter 
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homes and struck out to the southward, toward the 
protected hay country along Flat creék. 

Over the long, cold trails, breaking through breast 
deep snow in the foothills, dying by scores in prairie 
blizzards, they came by the thousands, all heading for 
the same destination. Through the snow choked moun- 
tain passes leading into the valley they fought their 
way, thin, weak, and starving parting for a sight of the 
valley belaw. Nearing the valley their trails converged; 
one band joined another, which in time drew to it other 
recruits until in the end there was a continual stream 
of starving elk pouring over the mountains, hurrying 
desperately southward to where they would find food 
and protection. 

Then nature played one of those ironical little jokes 
with which it loves to remind its children, animal or 
human, of their helplessness and dependence. The snow 
was light in Jackson’s Hole sure enough. But at the 
beginning of the winter a few warm days had been 
followed by a sudden, killing spell of cold. The first 
six inches of snow, melting under the sun of the warm 
days, had immediately been frozen by the sudden cold. 
On top of this fell about a foot of soft, white snow. 
The starving creatures, rushing on to the feeding 
ground, where before there always had been food in 
plenty, scraped through the top snow and struck their 
sharp hoofs against a six inch layer of solid ice.

Ice Serves as Impenetrable Armor. 

Beneath the ice there was grass in plenty. It 
might as well have not been there at all. The elks 
could not reach it. They pawed vainly at the hard 
surface, then wandered about, frantically searching for 
willows or other shrubs or dropping in their tracks 
according entirely to their condition. 

Sixty thousands of them came rushing into the 
valley. Thirty thousands of them remained scattered in 
small herds along the northern end and found food 
along the rivers and in the surrounding mountains. 
Thirty thousand rushed to the valley’s southern end, 
stripped the willows along Flat creek to the ground in 
a few days, and then looked dumbly around, with starva- 
tion for nine-tenths of their number staring them in 
the face. Majestic antlered bulls bellowed their final 
pang of hunger and fell helpless into the snow beside 
the weak cow or calf. The white face of the valley 
became dotted here and there with little brown heaps. 
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Flat creek became choked with lumps of similar de- 
scription. 8 

From far away these lumps looked like rocks: on 
closer inspection they became dead elks with the bones 
sticking through the hide. There were hundreds of them 
within a few days. There would have been thousands 
in a few weeks. Then the hand of man took a part in 
the unequal combat against nature.

State Takes Hand in Saving Elks. 

In the middle of February the settlers in Jackson's 
Hole became alarmed at the terrible fate awaiting 25,000 
of the noblest game animals of the west. It was cer- 
tain that this number would perish unless they were 
fed and fed at once. Seven hundred dollars was raised 
among the settlers for the purchase of hay, and an ap- 
peal made to the legislature for help for the starving 
elks. One week later State Game Warden Nowlan came 
into the town of Jackson with the news that $5,000 
had been appropriated by the state for the care of the 
elk during the winter. The legislature had acted 
promptly and the elk were saved. 

In their semi-domestication the animals roam to 
withjn easy gunshot of town, and on March 17, the day 
during which Mr. Sheffield made the pictures, an ex- 
cited citizen of Jackson came running_to the hotel with 
a demand for the “fellow with the camera.” 

“Come on with me,” he cried when Sheffield ap- 
peared. I'll show you a chance for a picture that will 
beat them all.” 

Hurriedly he led the way to the rear of a grocery 
store. A noble bull elk was nosing around among a 
pile of tin cans, searching for a strAy morsel of canned 
corn or tomato. 

Sheffield set up his camera. Then he took it down 
without making an exposure. 

“What's the matter?“ queried the guide. Can't 
you get him?” 

“ Yes,” said Sheffield, but if I took that picture and 
shawed it for a wild elk, every man who saw it would 
call me a Har. So what's the use?” 

Thus the world lost a pictorial record of one feature 
of a condition which never existed before in the wild 
animal world, and which probably never will exist 
again. For even Jackson, Wyo., will hardly ever have 
another 30,000 elks coming to its doors and begging 
to be fed. 
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S a citizen of Chicago, wishing to avoid 
germ laden air in public places as far as 
is possible, THE SuNDAY TRIBUNE this 
morning presents the choice of two places 
which, while strikingly in contrast, are 
singularly at one in the matter of germ 
miaimum. 

As a first choice, according to the 
most official figures, choose the reading room of the 
Chicago public library, in which in a three minute still 
hunt Dr. Kierulff of the Columbus laboratories caught 
only twelve germs on the morning of last St. Patrick s 
day. As a second discriminating avoidance of the germs 
get locked up in the cellroom basement of Harrison 
street station, where Dr. Kierulff in the same time 
landed only fourteen germs within the three minute 
round allowed in the germ hunt. 

Were you ever in Judge Hume’s courtroom No. 2 at 
Harrison street station on a busy morning? Perhaps 
not. But you've been in the rotunda of the great federal 
building downtown, looking up into the great, brilliant 
dome about it. Of the two places where would you 
fear germs most? ‘ 

Well, Dr. Kierulff found only thirty-nine in the 
Harrison street courtroom, while in the rotunda of the 
postoffice building, after the closing of the federal of- 
fices for the day, 164 individual germs were caught on 
the same Petri plate during the same three minute count.

Chicago “* Preserves” Make Easy Hunting. 


Hunting germs in Chicago streets and public places 
isn't as interesting to the hunters as it is to the inno- 
cent bystander,” who is disposed to crowd up until even 
a live germ sometimes must struggle for more air. To 


catch the Chicago germ is the simplest possible matter 


after one knows how, and it is as uninteresting in the 
catching process as it would be to set two soap dishes 
on an empty soap box, leaving them there for three 
minutes by the watch. 

But it is awfully, irresistibly interesting to the 
average innocent bystander, who doesn’t have the 
slightest idea of what you're doing and who is ae 
to bystand in such numbers that the crossing police- 
man will interfere. 3 

It is in the laboratory that the real interest in 
gérm catching comes in, and when the trapped germs 
after four or five days’ colonizing and multiplying final- 
ly come under the glass for the official count the of- 
ficial experimenter himself may discover some com- 
parisons that are surprising. In the experiments made 
for Tun SUNDAY Trisune by the Columbus laboratories 
twelve exposures were made, and for the purpose of 
sharp contrasts the numbers of germs taken on each 
plate at each place are set off in pairs:

Few Germs of the Biting Variety. 


This is a total of 16,194 germs collected in three 
minutes from Chicago atmosphere in little glass dishes 
about four inches in diameter. The total is in keeping 
with the recent utterances of General Manager Fox of 
the Citizens’ Street Cleaning bureau, who said that in 
twenty breaths the Chicago citisen at large could count 
upon taking into his nostrils from 11 to 370 living 
germs, to say nothing of the particles of inorganic dust 
floating around. 

Under the enormous totals here suggested, that one 
saving clause of the scientist is that comparatively few 
of these germs will bite. 

Further, there is the assurance that of the few 
biting germs that do eiter the mouth and nose of the 
Chicago citizen in normal health most of them con- 
stitute a picnic for the watchers and warders of his 
respiratory system. They are soft marks, up against a 
gold brick game. 

In this quest of the germ made by Tun Sunpar 
TRIBUNS any old germ lively enough to eat the nutrient 
agar ina Petri dish and set to work agaifiet race suicide 


was counted. Not all the gérms fond of agar and in- 


festing the immediate neighborhood of the waiting 
dishes were caught and counted. Just in proportion as 
the air was stirred, lifting the germs in dust particles, 
the number of germs in the neighborhood were ap- 
proximated.

“What are we most likely to catch on these 
plates?” was asked of Health Commissioner Evans be- 
fore the germ hunt began. The doctor named six of the 
commonest garden variety, three of them dangerous and 
three of them harmless, as follows: 


THE HARMLESS VARIETIES. 
Hay bacillus, 
Potato’ bacillus, 
Micrococcus prodigiosig. 


THE DANGEROUS BACILLL 


Bacillus diphtheria, 
Bacillus tuberculosis, 
Micrococcus lanceolatus. 


In the count made by the laboratories it is doubt- 
ful if these virulent germs are represented appreciably. 
Some of the larger spots shown on the plates ate mold 
patches. The most striking of all these colonies is 
from the Harrison street station cellroom, resembling 
the Old Man of the Sea as the fancy may have pictured 
him. Yet to the eye of the scientist who develops these 


germ colonies it is hard to venture a guess as to what - 


this particular colony growth is; it needs to be put upon 
the microscope slide for determination. .

Growth Similar to That of Seeds. 


In a general Way it will be remarked that these 
colony growths as shown on the plates are smaller in 
proportion as they are numerous. The explanation is 
along the lines appreciated by the farmer and gardener, 
that the thicker he plants his seeds the smaller the in- 
dividual growths from each one. It is a matter of 
“soil chemistry,” as represented in the nutrient agar 
upon which these colonies grow and feed. : 

But right here the fact should be emphasised that 
the Chicagoan must not take the liveliest possible germ 
too seriously. If this were not true, goodness only 
knows how the 2,000,000 and odd thousands of the city’s 
population would preserve their sanity. 

Nest a colony of bacilli of average proportions on 
the smooth surface of a blacksmith’s anvil, strike them 
with a sledge hammer of glassy face and of ten pounds 
weight, and the total of killed and maimed in the colony 
hardly would de numerous enough to call for a para- 
graph in the Daily Germs News in a country town of 
4,000 population. : 
" S®egregate one of the infinitesimal small wriggiers 
upon a microscope’s glass slide, get the sharpest rasor 
that ever was honed to concert pitch in a barber shop, 
get a squint line upon the brute and slash at him 
wickedly—and there are seventeen chances to one that 
he escapes into the sawtooth edge of the blade, un- 
harmed.

Chewing Only Hastens the Start. 


Put 7,183 of them upon a slice of tough cold beef, 
masticate the meat until there isn’t anything more left 
to chew, and the chances are that 7,167 of the bacilli, 
alive, will make a start gayly in the direction of the 
esophagus for a tour of the stomach atid a summer 
resort dip in the surf of the gastric juices. 

If you had to take such a creature Seriously at all 
times, what would you do about it? 

Considered as a living organiem under a tape line, it 
requires from 20,000 to 80,000 individual germs, lined up 
in close order, single file, to measure a lineal inch A 
solid square of the 80,000th variety would number an 
even 900,000,000 of the bacilli to the square inch. A 
cube built up of them would number 27,000,000,000,000 
individual bacilli, ready for business. 

At the present time the population of the world is 
estimated in round figures at 1,600,000,000 human beifigs 
on the five continents and in the islands of the seas, 
Yet these 27,000,000,000,000 ot bacteria in the single 
cubic inch are sufficient to supply every living human 
being with exactly 16,875 bacilli each. And to think 
that you couldn't kill one of em on a bright anvil with 
a ten pound sledge hammer! 

Under these stupendous statistical facts one may 


dusty Chicago street, that comparatively few of the 
discovered gertis are harmful. Many of them not oniy 
are pot harmful but they have reputations of being 
beneficial to mankind. For example, if certain of these 
bacteria didn't get into foodstuffs and go to colonising 
rapidly the food flavor would be lost hopelessly.

Heavy. Wind Carries More Passengers. 


The whole troudie, however, lies in the fact that the 
dry air that serves as a carrier for the beneficial germ 
also is common carrier for some of the most obnoxious 
and dangerous of the microscopic ofrgatiismée. The 
stronger the draft or wind and the more plentiful the 
dust, the greater the carrying capacity for these micro- 
organiams, and until one of these germ has been 
cultivated upon the glycerin or agar plate, segregated, 
put under the microscope, and stained, not even the 
germ specialist would venture a guess as to whether 
it is good or bad. 

Fortunately the phagocyte, or White corpuacle, in 
the human blood can beat the scientist @ mile in this 
matter of discernment. This white corpusele in the 
blood of the most ignorant laborer in Chicago long ago 
got a line on these bacilli which the modern scientist 
doesn't attempt to emulate. At the instant of the 
bacilli's approach the phagocyte gtapples with the

Phagocyte Always On the Job. 


In this mixup the phagocyte fights to envelop the 
microbes which seek to get in without passes. The 
gelatinous fluid in which the scrapper floats around acts 
as a sort of fly paper deterrent in the beginning, and 
with the small red corpuscles of the blood in the pro- 
portion of 400 to 1 nierely looking on, the huge phago- 
cyte wades in without waiting for the gong. With the 
human system in fairly good condition, too, the finish is 
too certain to admit of any takers at 100 fo 1. 

At the same time there are germs that the phago- 
cyte seems to be afraid of. In like manner the germ 
doesn’t seem to care to mix and will back up silently on 
the qui vive of expectancy. In tube teste it has been 
found that after a few minutes the white corpuscles 
will be found in one end of the tube, as if in con- 
ference, with the germs lined up at the other end. They 
die there, if left long enough with nothing doing. 

It isn’t always, however, that the most belligerent 

* of the phagocytes win out against overwhelming num- 
ders. This plan of battle being for the white corpuscle 
to get outside of the germs, occasionally the phagocyte 
tackles so many germs that he isn’t, big enough to en- 
velop all of them, in which case the phagocyte himself 
dies and has to be removed by his fellows. 

In tuberculosis, for example, one kind of white 
corpuscle diminishes markedly in numbers in the blood 
and probably is weakened in his effectiveness.

Individual Germ Much Handicapped. 


But with 3,040 distinct germs settling in three 
minutes on the three inch plate at State and Van Buren 
streets, encouraged by an industrious white wings on 
the other side of State street, the individual germ 
which starts in to invade the system of an innocent by- 
etander is up against the handicap race of its short, 
sunshiny life. 

If the passerby in thé street only will breathe slow- 
ly through his nose, which is the natural air passage, 
the hairs that line the nostrils for a considerable dis- 
tance, the moist, irregular channels through which the 
air must pass, and lastly the mucuous membranes of 
the windpipe, present a series of hurdles which are 
difficult for the smallest and wriggliest of germs to 
pass. But if this germ or group of germs do get 
by, they are in the scrapping ground near the phago- 
cyte. In these membranes, too, are the myriad moving 
cilia which are charged with carrying germ or dust 
particles to a position in the trachea from which the 
foreign intruders may be coughed out. 

Here is the point of defense of the anti-spitting 
ordinances. Wherein shall it profit some other man if 
one’s defensive organization against the germ corners 
it only to repudiate it into the street, where on the 
wings of the wind again it gets a virulent bulge on This 
other fellow’s system?

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Explosive Talker Innocent Enemy. 


“That person who talks loudly and explosively in 
your face may be one of your innocently dangerous 
enemies,” said the doctor. “This explosive effort in 
talking forces a minute spray into the atmosphere, and 
if he have a germ infection this\is the greatest of all 
carriers of the bacillus. Coughing is another means of 
distribution of the germ and sneezing another. 

“In the use of the Petri plate in the city street it 
is difficult to determine from the dust settlings even an 
approximate. number of the germs of tuberculosig, 
pneumonia, influenza, and the like. Even if they settle 
on these plates they may die in the process of develop- 
ing, while with the time of incubation of the average 
germ fixed at four or five days, most of these virulent 
germe require four to six weeks for maturity. In that 
time the other germ colonies will have outgrown them 
past all distinction.“ 

Dr. Gehrmann points to Paris as one of the cities 
dealing sanely and effectively with the street germ. It 
requires that expectorations shall be made into the 
gutters, and that the gutters shall be flushed often 
enough to keep them moist—in fact, a cuspidor with 
water in it. 

The lesson of these experiments with the Petri 
plates in Chicago’s streets and public places points a 
finger of challenge to the street sweeper and his clouds 
of dry dust swirling around his broom and dustpan. 
Wherever air is stirred sufficiently to lift dust particles 
it is a, certainty that germs are lifted in direct propor- 
tion as they exist. It is not a certainty that those the 
Petri plate by any means catches is full representation 
of these floating germs, as they must be deposited as 
they fall. | 
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Cotham' Quest Continues Many Months. 


New York experiments made by the health depart- 
ment through a series of months point to the fact that 
Tun Sunpax Tamms germ quests in March are by 
no means representative of the spring, summer, and 
autumn seasons. In the Gotham experiments there were 
exposures of 2,753 Petri dishes for each of the months 
of July, August, and September. The basis of computa- 
tion was a full square foot of surface exposed for a full 
minute. 

From the records the average for July was highest, 
with a count of 3,500 germ colonies to each plate: the 
August average was 1,750 colonies, and for September 
the average was 1,250 colonies: Reports showed that a 
wind blowing eighteen miles an hour deposited five 
times as many bacteria as were planted by a nine mile 
wind. 

In Tus TRisune’s figures only the windy corner at 
State and Van Buren streets, where the white wings 
also was stirring things, compares with the New York 
counts in the summer months. This is explained in the 
New York investigations of the tation platforms in 
the subway. At these stations, which had shown a 
germ count of 5,000 as an average, dry sweeping in- 
creased them to 13,000, and an hour efter the sweeping 
was over the average stood at 8,000 colonies.

Arches, banners, and decorations of all kinds abound. 

All interest centers in the public market square, 
where the mating takes place. From early morning a 
happy, laughing crowd fills it, enjoying in anticipation 
the scene that the afternoon is sure to bring forth.

POEM in bones” is somebody’s name for 
a bird's skull. It is also a puzzle in bones 
and a story in bones—a marvelous story 
and a marvelous puzgle—the story of a 
gill metamorphosed into tongue, beak, 
mears, for people as well as for birds. 
Dr. Beebe of the New York Zodlogical 
gardens has told the tale and has helped 
us to clear up the perplexities of the skull. 

Sometimes on the seashore near the huts of the fish- 
ermen we may pick up a strange looking object—trans- 
lucent and looking as if it were made of hard white 
rubber. Clinging to it perhaps is a long string of deli- 
cate beads of the same substance. This is the skull 
and backbone of à dogfish or shark, and, although the 
skull is unlike the chicken's cranium, yet many of the 


parts in the latter are. faintly foreshadowed in the 


cartilage skull washed up by the waves. This is the 
old type of skull—gelatinous or gristly. And this is 
the early skull of the bird. 

Before it emerges from the egg the skull is soft and 
cartilaginous, open and quite different in shape from 
what it will be eventually. And it is quite startling to 
find a living creature, a shark, with a skull which never 
gets beyond this condition. It is as if the curtain 
of the centuries had been drawn aside for a moment 
and a glimpse. given us into the past—a past so re- 
mote and clouded that our recent researches seem to 
reveal but dim skeleton forms of weird shapes, which 
yet we know must have blended and imperceptibly 
merged through mijlions of years into the present life 
of the earth 

Looking at the ehicken’s skull as a whole we 
nptice that it seems to be composed of but one solid 
bone. If we except the lower jaw and a few others, 
yon as the two little bones which unite it to the

This is different from our own skulls, which have 
twenty-eight separate parts. The large rounded. por- 
tion of the chicken’s skull is of course the box of 
bone which protects the brain. On each side a large 
cavity shows, where the eyes are placed. If we com- 
pare this with the skull of a cat or a dog or a. man 
we will see what great importance eyes must be to 
a bird; the cavities are enormous. gree 

At the back ‘of the skull is a large round open- 
cord passes into the 
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the entire cranium is soldered together and 


brain, and below it is a small knob which in the liv- 
ing bird fitted into the first vertebra of the neck. It 
is a tiny and important bone. For if we lock at the 
skull of a frog, a mouse, a cat, a horse, a human being, 
we see that the head hinges upon two bony projections, 
but in all birds and reptiles there is but one—a plain 
hint of the kinship between birds and reptiles. 5 

The head thus ptvoting upon a single point, the 
bird can turn its head much farther around than if 
there were two points of attachment. It is called the 
great opening —foramen magnum. 

The upper and lower jaws or mandibles are joined 
to the skull by a most ingenious arrangement, quite 
different from that in ourselves. The beak of a bird 
must be hands, tools, ligs, mouth, so it must oe as 
free and movable as possible, and instead of the upper 
jaw being fixed immovably to the skull and the lower 
jaw swinging wp and down from it, we find that the 
upper jaw is attached loosely, while each side of the 
lower mandible hinges upon a loose, ‘rregular shaped 
bone, called the quadrate. The quadraie is connected 
with the upper mandible by a long, slender bone. 

In a chicken the individual movement of the upper 
jaw iq, not great, but in some birds, like the parrots, 
it is far more noticeable. With a sharp knife we can 
entirely detach the upper and lower jaws of most 
birds without cutting through a bone, the connection 
consisting only of exceedingly tough tendons. Wher 
we found our shark’s skull we perhaps wondered what
